Egyptian monks claim bones those of the prophet 


' CAIRO (UPI) — A Cairo newspaper said 
Monday Its reporter has seen a coffin at an 
ancient Coptic Christian desert monastery 
which Is hWieved by monks to contain the 
nemalns of St. John the Baptist. theChrts- 
tbn prophet who was beheaded by King 
lierod In ancient Palestine. 

The newspaper Al Ahram said the por- 
ported remains of the saint who baptUed 
Christ and declared his divinity are in a 
heavy wooden coffin buried in a cave below 


an old church in the 1.600-year-old St. Makar 
monastery. 

In a followup story today, Al Ahram 
said the coffin was closed but was one of two 
in the rave. The other was opened in its 
reporter's presence, revealing a body with a 
head attached. 

The monks said they believe the open 
coffin may contain the remains of Eli¬ 
sha, a little known prophet who the Old 
Testament says was named by Elijah as his 
successor. 


The story said the reporter asked that the 
second coffin also be opened, but the monks 
said they could not do so without permission 
from their superior, the Rev. “Matta the 
Poor," who was bedridden. 

In any case, the monks said they believe 
that coffin contains the remains of John. 

The story described the remains in the 
open coffin: 

"In the glow of a candle, the face looked 
kind. It was neiUter old nor young. The 


hair was more black than white. The eyes 
were closed, as if he were asleep. The 
beard, with its black and white hairs, was 
long ... The hands were folded op his 
chest, and tbe body was reclining on its right 
side." 

Patriarch Shenudah III of Egypt’s Coptic 
Orthodox Church established a committee of 
Egyptologists, archeologists and Bible ex¬ 
perts to investigate the find.

Hassan 

reveals 

‘offer’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
King Hassan of Morocco ar¬ 
rived in Washington Monday 
after touching off a new Mid- 
east controversy by saying 
President Carter promised 
that Israel would return East 
Jerusalem to the Arabs. 

Hassan. a moderate Arab 
leader and close ally of 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, arrived at Andrews 
AFB for the start of a three- 
day state visit. 

Hassan was quoted in The 
New York Times just before 
he arrived as saying he un¬ 
derstood Carter had pro¬ 
mised the Egyptian president 
East Jerusalem would be re¬ 
turned to the Arabs. Hassan 
also said Carter had pro¬ 
mised secretly that the West 
Bank of the Jordan River and 
the Gaza Strip would be made 
independent in the future. 

"If President Carter hadn't 
assured us that Jerusalem 
would be returned to the 
Arabs, as we are the guard¬ 
ians in the name of the Chris¬ 
tians as well as the Moslems, 
if he hadn't reassured the 
Arabs on the (ate of Ute Pa¬ 
lestinians, my trip might, 
well, it might happen but in a 
very different context, or it 
mii^t have had to be post¬ 
poned " 

Administration officials 
were quoted in the same 
story denying Carter had 
made any secret commit- 
menu to Sadat on East Jeru¬ 
salem or the West Bank.

Carter told interviewer Bill 
Moyers tbe United States had 
been appealing to Israel and 
Egypt “on a constant basis” 
for compromise in their 
Washington peace talks. 

"I think it would be horri¬ 
ble, 1 think, if we (ailed to 
reach a peaceful agreement 
between Israel and Egypt.” 
he said. 

An administration official 
described Carter at “rais¬ 
ing the spectre of failure.” 

Carter's commenU came 
on a day when the chief 
spokesman (or the talks, 
George Sherman, took pains 
to assure reporters the nego¬ 
tiations had not been sus¬ 
pended. 

Sherman said Egypt and 
Israel were considering a 
compromise U.S. proposal. 

Both nations have recalled 
their top negotiators for dis¬ 
cussions, and there had been 
reports from the Middle East 
suggesting a total breakdown 
in the talks. 

But Sherman said Israeli 
Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man would remain in Wash¬ 
ington while Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Moshe Dayan returns to 
Jerusalem. 

And an Egyptian spokes¬ 
man said hit nation's acting 
foreign minister, Butros 
Ghali, would travel to Cairo 
while Defence Minister 
Hamal Hassan All stayed in 
Washington.

UN blocked in bid 
to help refugees 


KUALA LUMPUR. Malaysia (UPI) - 
Authorities Monday refused a UN appeal to 
send supplies to more than 2,SM unwanted 
Vietnamese refugees held as virtual prison¬ 
ers aboard a disabled coastal freighter off 
the Malaysian coast. 

Police have ordered the Indonesian skip¬ 
per of the 1.600-ton freighter Hai Hong to 
weigh anchor and take his passengers else¬ 
where as soon as repairs are made to the 
ship’s engine. 

Radiotelephone reports from refugee 
leaders aboard the Hal Hong indicated the 
situation aboard the ship anchored near 
Port Klang, about 20 miles west of Kuala 
Lumpur, was reaching a desperate point. 

The refugees said they had run out of 
water and food and medical supplies were 
almost exhausted. 

Malaysian police disputed this, saying 


adequate supplies were aboard and that the 
refugees were seeking to evoke sympathy. 
But police sources said santitation aboard 
the "sardine-packed” ship "left much to be 
desired.” 

UN officials, who earlier said they su¬ 
spected the Vietnamese were picked up by- 
racketeers paid to transport refugees. Mon¬ 
day said they now believed the 1,250 chil¬ 
dren. 125 old people, 620 women and 490 men 
were legitimate refugees. 

The UN officials appealed to the Malay¬ 
sian government to grant them temporary 
asylum. Malaysia already has more than 
25,000 Vietnamese refugees in camps and 
has said It cannot handle more. 

R. Sampatkumar, regional representative 
(or the UN high commissioner (or refu¬ 
gees. was prevented by police from sending 
food supplies to the Hai Hong despite having 
made prior arrangements. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Opposi 
lion MPs drilled the govern 
ment Monday (or allowing its 
oif company Petro-Canada to 
lake over Pacific Petroleums 
Ltd. 

They argued that the move, 
announced Friday, contra¬ 
dicted government pledges to 
restrain spending and to 
withdraw from areas con¬ 
sidered by some to be the turf 
of private enterprise. 

Harvie Andre (PC-Calgary 
Ontre) told the Commons 
that the Petro-Canada deci¬ 
sion to spend tl.4 billion on 
the takeover made a mock¬ 
ery of government restraint 
programs. 

And it ran contrary to 
promises, made last August 
by Prime Minister Trudeau 
and re-emphasized in the ses¬ 
sion-opening throne speech 
last month, that the govern¬ 
ment would move to extract 
itself from the world of busi¬ 
ness. 

Not so. said Government 
House Leader Allan MacEa- 
chen. The transaction was a 
commercial one undertaken 
by the oil company. 

No government funds were 
involved in the purchase. 

"It's a good deal,” added 
Finance Minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien. 

“I am quite pleased.” 
Sinclair Stevens, Conser¬ 
vative finance critic, de¬ 
scribed the move as crazy. 

The takeover, one of the 
largest in Canadian corpo¬ 
rate history, would not Cre¬ 
te jobs because Pacific is 
an operating company. 

Petro-Canada purchased 48 
per cent of the 10.3 million 
Pacific shares owned by 
Phillips Petroleum Co. at S6S 
each to gain controlling in¬ 
terest. 

f It will offer all other share¬ 
holders the same price, 
bringing the total cost to $1.4 
billion. Gillespie said tbe acc- 
qulsitlon was necessary to 
ensure that Canada's future 
oil needs were met.

Saudis here 
for big gaze

Oil-rich Saudi Arabia is looking for an astronomical 
observatory. 

It won't be just any observatory, but will contain the 
world’s best telescope, and thus the world's most 
expensive. 

No one—except perhaps King Khalid. who head.s the 
Saudi cabinet—knows when the project will begin, 
but the scientists and technicians at the Dominion 
Astrophysical Observatory oil Little Saanich Moun¬ 
tain have been working to make sure they get a crack 
at bidding on the job when it does. 

The Victorians feel confident they have an excellent 
chance of getting In. on the ground floor of the 
multimillion-dollar project because they already 
have the facilities and experience for grinding large 
telescopic mirrors. 

That experience was gained during the grinding of 
a 12-foo( (3.675 metre) piece of ceramic material for 
the Canada-France-Hawaii telescope, nearing com¬ 
pletion atop It.OOO-foot Mount Mauna Kea in Hawaii. 
The job look (our years and precision involving 
microns, which are units of length less than a 
millionth of an inch. 

The observatory's efforts al extending the range of 
the 72-inch telescope on Little Saanich Mountain and 
at improving spectrographic equipment and tech¬ 
niques have also won world acclaim among astron¬ 
omers. 

Sidney van den Bergh. the observatory director, said 
Monday a top-level Saudi delegation had vdsited the 
observatory here recently and were made awar^ of 
Its capabilities. 

"We would certainly like to get some export contracts 
in view of the Canadian dollar's position.” he said. 

Van den Bergh was asked about reports that the 
Saudis were planning to build a telescope that would 
use a number of mirrors in a dish shape to give it an 
effective light-catching width of about 30 metres 
(yards)—five limes larger than the largest tele¬ 
scope in the world. 

"My impression Is that they (the Saudis) are fairly 
conservative and they would probably want to start 
out building a fairly conventional telescope, with a 
mirror four to five metres (yards) in diameter," he 
said. 

Tbe largest existing tdlescope Is the six-metre (236.2- 
inch) Mount Semirodriki telescope in the U.S.S.R. 

Van den Bergh said it was still possible, however, that 
the Saudis might want to build a telescope in the 30- 
metre range as a subsequent phase of their astro¬ 
nomical research. 


Watch CIA 
—shah aide 

NEW YORK (CP) — A man identified as a deputy press 
aide to the Shah of Iran claims that, if the shah is over¬ 
thrown, Western governments plan to intervene in the 
country. CBS-TV news reported Monday. 

Sia Zand. 37, who Is seeking political asylum in Britain 
after six years as deputy press aide to the shah, claimed in 
an interview from London the existence of “a contingency 
plan that has been prepared by the CIA (U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency)." 

He said: "Among the Iranian officers who have been 
.sent to the United States for military training . . . certain 
people were chosen for siich a contingency plan that should 
the shah be toppled or should there be a need to topple him. 
these officers will take over.” 

CIA spokesman Lavon Strong In Washington refused to 
comment on the report. 

A (^BS spokesman, who did not want to be identified, 
said Zand did not offer any documentation of his charges. 

In its report, broadcast Monday night, CBS said Zand 
told it that it was common knowledge in Iranian government 
circles "that the shah regularly ordered or approved the 
arrest, torture and even the killing of political dissidents, 
while turning a blind eye to widespread royal family and 
government corruption.” 

Zand also claimed U.S. and British journalists were paid 
to write favorable articles about the shah and Iran. He did 
not identify any of the writers but said their names would be 
disclosed later. 

CBS correspondent Bob McNamara said Zand "impli¬ 
cated in the payoff scheme Iran's ambassador to the United 
Slates, Ardasbir Tiahedi.”

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Monster ants 
prove allies 
for Idi Amin 

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — Ugandan President Idl Amin 
rushed to the l»ttlefront to quarterback his war against 
Taniania and found an unexpected ally in the ferocious 
jungle ants that populate the battle zone. Radio Uganda 
says. 

Amin offered to end the It-day confrontration with his 
southern neighbor Monday If Tanzania would expel Ugan¬ 
da's former president and quit meddling in Ugandan af¬ 
fairs. 

Tanzania, bound on revenge for the incursion by Amin's 
attackers, refused all mediation efforts. 

Amin left Kampala Sunday night at the height of Tanza¬ 
nia's counter-offensive and Radio Uganda said he “is 
now conducting the battle at the front line.” 

Officials in Kampala said It was not known how long 
Amin would stay in the swampy, crocodile-infested area 
where the two armies were battling, but said fight¬ 
ing was continuing. 

The Ugandans said the Tanzanian counter-attack to 
try to dislodge them from a 7110-square mile wedge of 
raptured Tanzanian land had been repulsed and claimed 
the Tanzanians had suffered heavy losses. 

A high-level source in the Ugandan capital quoted mis¬ 
sionary radio intercepts from Tanzania as saying the hospi¬ 
tal in the town of Bukoba, just behind the front lines, was 
“overflowing with (Tanzanian) dead and wounded" and 
appealing for more medical help. 

The official also recounted a strange incident during the 
fighting Monday when a group of camouflaged Tanza¬ 
nian troops crawling throu^ the bush to storm an Ugan> 
dan position suddenly jumped up. tore off their trou¬ 
sers and jackets and (led to the rear. 

According to the Ugandans, the Tanzanians had been 
attacked by safari ants—huge insects which give a vicious 
bite—while creeping up on the Ugandan positions. 

Amin, however, again said he was prepared to stop the 
war. He offered to withdraw his troops if Tanzania 
guaranteed to stop interfering in Uganda’s affairs. 

But Amin added one new condition. He said the man he 
overthrew in 1971. former president Milton Obote. should 
leave his current exile in Dar es Salaam and move to 
another African country where he “won’t have a chance to 
cause confusion.’’

“Sometimes it sounds 
like a war is going on out 
here,” said Roberta 
Starry. <6. who moved to 
Gark^k 18 years ago with 
her husband.

Starry, 76, said visitors 
to this former mining 
town 2qq kilometres 
northweast of Los An¬ 
geles often shoot into 
their home, and several 
of his pets have been 
killed by stray bullets. 

The Mojave substation 
of the Kern County sher¬ 
iff's department about 50 
kilometres away is re¬ 
sponsible for patrolling a 
large area which includes 
Gariock.

The monastery, a fortress- 
like building constructed by 
the Egyptian (Coptic Ortho¬ 
dox Church in A.D. 366. is 
in the Natroun Valley, about 
66 miles northwest of Cairo. 

The monks told reporter 
Ezzat El-Saadany the loca¬ 
tion of the remains conforms 
to Coptic Orthodox scripture 
that says the body of John, 
who described himself as the 
“voice of one crying in the 
wilderness,” was moved 
from Palestine to Alexandria 
in the 4th century and to tbe 
monastery 600 years later. 

If the remains prove au¬ 
thentic, the newspaper said, 
the discovery would be of 
monumental importance. 
Apart from the body of the 
Moslem prophet Mohammed, 
buried at Medina in Saudi 
Arabia, no other remains of a 
major prophet have been 
found. 

American scholars dis¬ 
counted the report. 

“If someone comes up with 
a serious piece of evidence, 
then the evidence can be con¬ 
sidered, but the monks' opin¬ 
ion is without scientific 
value.” said Prof. Morton 
Smith, an ancient-history ex¬ 
pert at New York's Columbia 
University. 

Moslems also recognize 
John the Baptist as a major 
prophet, and the Koran refers 
to him by the name of Yehia.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Statis¬ 
tics compiled 1^ Canadian 
research^ indicate people 
today are behaving in more 
self-destructive ways than 
two decades ago, primarily 
through suicide and heavy 
drinking and smoking. 

Dr. John Senior of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania 
Graduate Hospital in Phila¬ 
delphia and a past president 
of the American Association 
for the Study of Liver Dis- 
easea aaid the statistics show 
cirrhosis of tbe liver, lung 
diseases and suicide are tbe 
three most rapidly rising 
causes of death among those 
person aged 2$-years -and 
oMer. 

Statistics compiled by the 
Addictioo Research Centre in 
Toronto showed in the past 25 
years tbe rate of cirrhosis- 
caused deaths per 180,000 
among those over 25 nearly 
tripled. 


DALLAS (AP) — Ameri¬ 
cans have become less sus¬ 
ceptible to heart attack be¬ 
cause of jogging, better 
nutrition and other (actors, 
but Europeans now are more 
likely to be stricken as they 
“fall into our old evil ways," 
a medical researcher said 
Monday. 

A decline in the incidence 
of heart attacks in the United 
States indicates that contrary 
to popular belief, Americans 
are willing to change their 
lifestyle in search of bMter 
health, said Dr. William Kan- 
nel of the National Heart. 
Lung and Blood Institute In 
Framingham, Mass. 

“If the improvements have 
in fart derived from changes 
In lifestyle then it means it 
doesn't take a very drastic 
change in tbe way we live... 
to produce rather substantial 
benefits.” 

He added: “We don't have 
to subject ourselves to a gas¬ 
tronomic nightmare or to jog¬ 
ging to miles a day.”

The article, by Dipankar 
Gupta, claimed Trudeau u.sed 
powers contained In the War 
Measures Act to intimidate 
the "moderate" Parti Quebe- 
cois. Moreover, he said, the 
prime minister had employed 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police to suppress separatist 
elements. 

"Contrary to the popular 
image of Canada as a gentle 
giant, overflowing with the 
milk of democratic freedom, 
the Canadian stale Is as will¬ 
ing and as capable as Mrs.

Pushing interest up pulls us 


TORONTO — If the government per 
sl.sts in its traditional policy on interest 
rates, the Canadian people should pre 
pare them.selves for more blows to the 
unsteady national economy 

For the past three decades the policy 
of the government has been to keep 
interest rates higher than those pre\ail 
ing in the United States, to encourage 
imports of capital. 

This policy should be allowed to die a 
natural death. Canadian interest rates 
should be set at levels which lare In 
eonformity with domestic needs, not the 
ambition of drawing foreign capital 
Canada's reserves of capital have been 
adequate to accommodate domestic 
needs and they are now notably abun 
dant after almost five years of slow 
growth. 

Between 1960 and 1977, annual per 
sonal savings in Canada rose from 1867 
million to $14,928 billion, and the rate of 
personal saving rose from J.J per cent of 
annual income to 10.7 per cent. Cana 
dians have the highest rate of personal 
savings among Western nations, except 
Italy and Japan. 

Massive inflows of capital are not 
required to expand national productive 
capacity .or encourage economic 
growth. In 1973. Canada exported more 
<-apilal than it imported by a margin of 


$575 million, and our Gross National 
Product in real terms rose by 7.5 per 
cent. In 1975. we sustained a net inflow 
of capital of $4,374 billion and the GNT 
in real terms grew by a modest 1.1 per 
cent. 

The Canadian growth rate went 
down as capital inflows went up. No 
mystery attaches to this phenomenon 
Canada for three decades has been im 
porting capital in order to finance its 
balance of payments deficits, the extent 
to which it spends more than it earns on 
its international transactions. We have 
been like a householder spending be 
yond his means and financing a con 
siderable part of his purchases on cred 
it. 

In 1973. Canada ran a balance of 
payments surplus on current account 
of $t08 million, and the stimulus this 
caused the economy generated growth 
and made it possible to export capital 
By 1975. our balance of payments posi 
lion on current account had deterloral 
ed to a deficit of $4,779 billion. The 
severe 1975 payments deficit retarded 
growth and created a need to import 
vast amounts of capital, under the cur¬ 
rent economic dispensation of incurring 
foreign debts to finance payments defi 
cits rather than ending them 

Canada has no legitimate reason to 



lust after inflows of capital. They fi 
nance payments deficits which hold 
back national growth. Relieved of this 
need, the government can set interest 
rates at levels required to stimulate the 
stagnant national economy. 

High interest rates deter consumers 
from making purchases of major Items 
on credit. Hif^ interest rates deter In¬ 
vestments in expansion, new projects, 
buildings and factories. In fact, high 
interest rates represent the convention¬ 
al means of curbing economic expan¬ 
sion. 

The president of a major Canadian 
firm dealing in mortgages has said that 


down 

the recent increase in the bank rale 
came at “a most unfortunate time,” 
because mortgage Interest rates would 
otherwise be dropping as a result of the 
immense amounts of money available. 
Construction unions predict a signifi¬ 
cant rise in unemployment rales among 
building workers, which are already 
unconscionably high, as a result of the 
rise in the bank rate. 

As recently as August. 1977. the L'.S. 
discount rale was 5.25 per cent. Since 
then the American government has 
driven it up six times in a frenzied effort 
to draw the foreign capital it seeks in 
order to finance its payments deficits 
and thus ease the pressures driving 
down the valuation of the Yankee dol¬ 
lar. 

Many thoughtful Americans are less 
than enchanted with the decision of 
President Carter to drive Interest rates 
up for the sake of making their dollar 
look good on foreign currency markets 
The growlh rate of the UA economy 
will inevitably suffer because of this 
decision. 

The most logical course of action 
open to our government Is for It to 
regulate the bank rate In such a way as 
to stimulate domestic grow th and not to 
raise it automatically in response lo the 
most recent L'.S. move.

Like 
any other commodity, when 
loo much money is manufac¬ 
tured its price declines. 

Whether done heedlessly, 
or on purpa.se. the effect is 
the same: to destroy the 
stable price level without 
which no citizen can provide- 
for his own future. -The stale 
then moves in to supply what 
its actions have denied him. 
The process ends in stale 
capitalism. Whether of the 
left or the right, the slate is 
master, the citizens servant. 

Western socialists main¬ 
tain that they- can tread a 
middle path betwi-en that ex¬ 
treme and the other, which 
they are in the habit of calling 
- unbridled free enterprise" 
The irony is that only for 
short periods has free enter¬ 
prise been tried. Most of the 
time it has been hedged and 
hampered by the state and 
its bureaucracies 



Even in its present restrict¬ 
ed form it out produces and 
out-invenis the collectivist 
regimes on a scale that the 
rulers of those regimes dare 
not admit lo their oppressed 
peoples. 

Yet the socialists' every 
move leads closer to state ca¬ 
pitalism. further away from 
individual enterprise. The 
more the state plans, the 
harder it is for individuals to 
make plans of their own. 

The paradox is that repre¬ 
sentative democracy lends it¬ 
self to increasing growlh of 
the state. Elected repre¬ 
sentatives induige the natu¬ 
ral desire of people to gel 
something at someone else's 
expense. That leads the rep 
resentativ-es u> promise more 
than the economy can de¬ 
liver. 

Inflation results. 

It is not new. As long ago as 
the 1840s. the French econo¬ 
mist Frederic Bastiat wrote: 



each of us. more or 
less, would like to profit from 
the labor of others. One does 
not dare to proclaim this feel¬ 
ing publicly, one conceals it 
from oneself, and then what 
does one do? One imagines an 
intermediary ; one addresses 
the stale, and each class pro¬ 
ceeds in turn lo say lo it: 
'You. who can take fairly and 
honorably, take from the 
public and share with us.' " 

The fundamental fallacy of 
socialism is -its assumption 
that the slate is impartial; it 
imputes to the slate's ser¬ 
vants a purity of motive not 
yet found this side of heaven, 
it is. in short, Utopian. Hold¬ 
ing that man Is perfectible, it 
sets out to mold him through 
the agency of imperfect offi¬ 
cials. 

At the other end of the 
political spectrum stand the 
champions of Individual en¬ 
terprise. Admitting human 
fallibility, they hold that men 
and women who are free to 
exercise their talents in com¬ 
petition with one another will 
generate wealth to the benefit 
of all. To them the individual 
is paramount. 

The socialists have no 
choice but lo discredit that 
view. If man's future is to be 
planned by the collective wis¬ 
dom of the slate and Its offi¬ 
cials, then tbe freedom of in¬ 
dividuals to make plans of 
their 6w-n simply cannot be 
tolerated. The slate's growth 
must continue toward its in¬ 
evitable conclusion: Govern¬ 
ment by remote officials, na¬ 
tional and supranational, 
directed by the superbureau¬ 
cracy of the Unil^ Nations. 
That way lies slavery-. 

Restricting the growth of 
the stale is a perpetual chal¬ 
lenge. but that way lies free¬ 
dom.

A new study says America 
could cut firepower back 


WASHINGTON - For 
some two years now the Unit¬ 
ed States has been deluged 
with propaganda in favor of 
more guns. The argument, 
advanced most urgently and 
vigorously by two private or¬ 
ganizations. the American 
Security Council and the 
Committee on the Present 
Danger, is in essence that the 
Soviet Union is forging ahead 
of the United Stales in most 
categories of military- power: 
that Moscow seeks domina- 
lion over the United States 
and the wurld; and that un 
less more American guns are 
promptly built the world will 
be lust lo Moscow-. 

There have been occasiunal 
mild sounds of dissent, but 
little as comprehensive in its 
scholarship as the regular 
publications of these two or 
ganizalions which are funded 
substantially by the com 
panies which make the 
weapons. Now. for anyone 
w ishing to read the other side 
of the rase, there is an equal¬ 
ly detailed and document 
ed presentation. 

It is called "The Price of 
(lor Defense: A New Stralegy 
for Military Spending." It 
will be out in book form. A 
short version appears in the 
October issue of .Scientific 
American magazine. It has 
been prepared by a team of 
Boston area scholars headed 
by Philip Morrison, an MIT 
professor of physics, and 
Paul F. Walker, a recent 
Ph.D. from MIT who is now a 
research fellow at Harv ard 

The thesis of the Morrison 
Walker work is that present 
U.S. military forces already 
far exceed American mili 
tary needs and that instead of 
expanding the American 
military establishment the 
L'.S.. and its allies, would be 
better off if the existing mili¬ 
tary program were cut back 
by 40 per cent. 

The most interesting single 
point they make is that the 
Soviet Union U so wasteful of 
its military manpower that 
less than half of its total 
would be available in case of 
war for a confrontation in 
Europe. 

Moscow commands 4.850. 
000 men in uniform. But. ac¬ 
cording to the Morrison 
Walker figures. 700.000 are 
used in agriculture, on rail¬ 
roads and for other work 
done by civilians in other 
countries. Another 600.000 
are tied down facing the Chi 
nese in Central Asia. Another 
half million are doing frontier 
guard and internal police 
w ork and 550.000 are in "de 
fensive strategic farces.” 

Also, the SovieUi the thesis 
argues, use 400.000 men in 
their strategic offensive 
forces while the United 
States, with many more nu¬ 
clear warheads, does the 
same work with only 85,000 
men. 

The result of this inefficient 
and wasteful Soviet use of 
manpower is that the most 
they could put Into the Euro¬ 
pean front In case of war 
would be 2.100.000 men. 
whereas the United .States, 
with a military manpower 
total of only 2.300.000. could 
put 1.900.000 men into the 
European front. 

The Soviet force would 


have the manpower of its 
Eastern European satellites 
under its UiMretical com¬ 
mand. But how- loyal lo Mos¬ 
cow- would the Poles. Czechs, 
Hungarians and Bulgarians 
really turn out to be? 

The United Stales would 
have as its allies a million 
and a quarter West Germans 
plus the smaller but w-ell- 
Irained forces of Britain and 
the other NATO allies. The 
French would probably come 
along, altbough not under 
NATO command. 

In other words, so the Mor- 
rison-Walker argument goes, 
comparisons of American 
versus Soviet military 
strength are meaningless 
w hen based on numbers. Yes. 
the Sov iets have many more 
men in uniform. But the 
Western allies could actually- 
put more effective combat 
forces into the field 

The same, it ,is argued, 
goes for such categories as 
nuclear-armed submarines. 
The Soviets have 90 subma¬ 
rines armed with 1.015 nu¬ 
clear ballistic missiles. The 
United States has 4t subma¬ 
rines armed with 656 nuclear 
ballistic missiles. But the 
American boats can keep at 
sea for long stretches of time 
and are out of operation fur 
brief refitting periods. The 
Soviet submarines spend 
more time at a base being 
erefitted than at sea. 

Also, American anti-sub¬ 
marine forces are able to de* 


tect and shadow Soviet sub 
marines w hen they put to sea 
whereas the Soviets are still 
unable to detect the Ameri 
can boats which are much 
superior in noise control. 

The detail supporting the 
Morrison-W alker thesis is vo 
luminous. Only the highlights 
are touched on here. An indi 
vidual w ishing to form his or 
her own judgment on thi- 
merits of the case should gci 
either the book or the short 
version in .Scientific Amen 
can and compare it with the 
material which can be hail 
from the American Security 
Council and the Committee 
on the Present Danger (bolh 
located in Washington). 

If Morrison and Walker are 
correct in their facts and 
their reasoning, the United 
.States could have all the se 
curity it needs and save more 
than $45 billion a year, which 
would be enough lo make a 
deep cut in inflation. 

The biggest objection 
would probably come from 
trade unions. Morrison and 
Walker conceded that to cut 
back to their pri^sed de¬ 
fence levels would mean at 
least a loss of 260.000 jobs per 
year during a 10-year con 
traction program. Could Con 
gress agree to that rate of job 
los6 even if it agreed with the 
authors on the technical parts 
of the argument?

When the prev ious provincial government introduced 
its plans to create Greater Winnipeg as one big city, it 
was told that one consequence would be that the new big 
city would begin to think big. It would think big in terms 
uf salaries and projects — to the detriment of the 
taxpayers. 

The prediction has apparently- come true. It is a bit 
late now. but taxpayers may wonder whether their city- 
administration really needs more people in $l0.000-a-y-ear 
jobs than does the provincial government. They may also 
wonder whether Winnipeg ne^s nearly twice the number 
of senior managemem people than does Calgary, a city of 
about the same size w ith a similar total civil senice. 

The Manitoba goverment has proved that it can 
operate with t.800 fewer employees than It had a year 
ago. The only complaints about these cuts have been 
coming from those who are no longer working. The 
provincial departments are not being flooded with tele¬ 
phone calls from residents complaining about reduced 
services. 

Senior civil servants cost the taxpayer considerable 
amounts of money. Perhaps it is lime that the city of 
Winnipeg look a close look at w-hat has been going on at 
the provincial level, with a view lo reducing the civil 
service salary coats.

Postal switch viewed with suspicion 


The Dally Colonist of Nov. i carried statements attri¬ 
buted to Postmaster General (Riles Lamonlagne and 
MP Hugh Anderson regarding tbe transition of the post 
office department to a crown corporation. They both im¬ 
plied that as a crown corporation, managers would have tbe 
administrative and financial authorities to carry out their 
own procurement and supply functions, thereby eliminating 
the services currently provided by the department of supply 
and sen ices and the department of public works. 

If (his Is so. It is a direct reversal of tbe policy estab¬ 
lished a few years ago whereby the supply and service 
functions were removed in large part from tbe depart¬ 
ments and vested in supply and services to improve effi¬ 
ciency and create greater effectiveness. Why is it not 
working? 

However, assuming that tbe statements made by our 
elected representatives are correct, several related ques¬ 
tions come to mind: 

• Will the re-establishment of a complete supply and 
sen-ice function in the postal service result In an increase 
of stafr 

• Will there be comparable offsetting staff reductions 
in the existing service departments? 

• Will t^ new crown corporation require new ware¬ 
housing facilities or will they be leased from suppliers? 

• A.ssuming that the establishment of a supply and ser¬ 
vice directorate within tbe organizational framework of 
the new crown corporation makes them more efficient, 
would the same not apply to other major users of such 
national defence, the RCMP. department of the environ¬ 
ment and Parks Canada to name a few? 

• What other crown corporations have their own sup¬ 
ply and service systems and what evidence is there that 
they are more efficient as a result? 

• Is it probable that grow th of the public service is in¬ 
creased by the formation of crown corporations, so that 
figures are not readily available or are not subject to 
public scrutiny? 


• Will the reputed Increase in efficiency and effective¬ 
ness resulting from the supply and service proposals 
eventually eliminate the department of supply and ser¬ 
vices? 

• Will the new crown corporation be under the Finan¬ 
cial Administration Act? If so wouldn't their managerial 
limitations be the same as those presently in force? If 
not, I suggest that they would be the only corporation not 
subject to tbe act. 

• Will the establishment of the post office as a crown 
corporation be as Ineffective at preventing strikes as 
it is in Air Canada? 

Perhaps some parliamentarian could tell us precisely 
how the change to a crown corporation will sp^ up 
(he delivery of mail and prevent strikes. 

I repeat precisely; never mind motherhood state¬ 
ments or loose definitions of corporate plans and poUcles 
which seldom, if ever, lake into account inter or Intra — 
departmenul problems created by politically expedient 
decisions. More importantly perhaps, there is no indication 
of the coats of tbe proposed change or any guarantee that 
there will be any tort of Improvement in the service. In fact 
Mr. Lamontagne implies that It won't work unless the postal 
employees ciH)|ierate. We can only assume from such re¬ 
marks that tbe current system would work if the em¬ 
ployees would co-operate. 

And as if the current government isn't confused 
enough, they send their prophets out into the boon- 
docks to tell us naive people that tbe postal service is poor 
because some local manager encounters delays when be 
needs to buy a new truck! Do officials of the post office 
really wait until it becomes critical before Identifying 
their needs for tbe currrent year? Horsefeathers — Li^ 
oral style!

Monarchy in Canada 
U.S. inheritance too 


As a man whose London- 
born grandfather was raised 
in Canada, I can only express 
my concern on reading of 
Prime Minister Pierre Tru¬ 
deau's proposals for a new 
Canadian constitution. Mr. 
Trudeau, whose devotion to 
the crown Is at best question¬ 
able, seems to think that 
rooting your constitution in 
Canadian experience means 
mentioning the crown as lit¬ 
tle as possible; (his, I pre¬ 
sume, as a prelude to a Cana¬ 
dian republic with himself as 
president. 

Now, there gre several ar- 
^ments against republican¬ 
ism. among them being that 
(he temptation to totalitar¬ 
ianism is far greater in re¬ 
publics than in monarchies; 
that republicanism Is a poli¬ 
tically bankngx idea totally 
alien to the Canadian experi¬ 
ence; that there are very few 
successful bi- or multi-na¬ 


tional repuUics; and that re¬ 
publics are far more expen¬ 
sive than monarchies. 

To me, the mos} important 
argument is that (he Cana¬ 
dian monarchy is not only a 
Canadian inheritance, but 
also an American one. 
America's monarchical tra¬ 
dition did not die with 1776 
And All That, instead being 
rudely jostled northwards to 
Onta^ and the Maritime 
provinces with the Loyalist 
Diaspora. 

In the two centuries since 
then, Canada, as the guard¬ 
ian of America's unbroken 
political tradition, has pres¬ 
erved a good portion of au¬ 
thentic America, giving the 
lie to those wbo insist that 
America's cominued associa¬ 
tion with the crown would 
have been absolutely unbear¬ 
able. 

At a time when the actions 


of the American republic 
grow increasingly arbitrary, 
many Americans are coming 
to realize that (be crown's 
return is the only way to fore¬ 
stall the rise of a despotic 
presidency. Those of us who 
believe this look to Canada to 
preserve her Queen and mo¬ 
narchical heritage until such 
time as the rest of America 
can recover its genuine heri- 
Wge. 

It seems to me, then, that 
the proper way of rooting the 
monarchy in Canadian ex¬ 
perience would be to see Her 
Majesty crowned as Queen in 
Canada, followed perhaps by 
the investiture of Prince 
Charles as Prince of Que¬ 
bec.

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Labor days lost up in ’78 paneJ formed 


The number of days lost 
through labor disputes in 
R.C. Increased this year be¬ 
cause federal anti-inflation 
board regulations have been 
lifted, according to Labor 
Minister Allan Williams. 

Williams told the annual 
general meeting of Construc¬ 
tion Labor Relations Associa¬ 
tion last week that about 400.- 
000 man-days would be lost 
this year, compared with 
only 138.000 man-days in 
1977 


The 1978 estimate was 
vastly lower than in 1970. he 
said, when Canada had the 
second-worst strike record in 
the western world and B.C. 
contributed strongly to that 
total. 

Williams said the govern¬ 
ment in 1976 had to intervene 
on 10 to 12 occasions, and 
this had been necessary only 
once this year. 

He said joint initiatives be¬ 
tween unions, management 
and government had to take 


place In all areas involving 
labor. 

"People working in isola¬ 
tion has resulted partly in the 
problems we are having 
today,” be said, citing the 
millions being spent to train 
people who were then forced 
to move away because of a 
, sluggish economy. 

Williams said his ministry 
was taking steps to remedy 
such problems in the con- 
.struction industry with the 
appointment of Claude 


Haywood as construction in¬ 
dustry co-ordinator, 

Haywood was attempting 
to predict labor needs in the 
industry in the next three 
years, Williams said, in an 
effort to level off the peaks 
and valleys in construction 
activity that created disrup¬ 
tions in the Industry. 

Williams also said he was 
considering reactivating the 
construction Industry advi¬ 
sory council, dormant since 


J975. Its concerns would in¬ 
clude manpower require¬ 
ments. safety and training. 

He praised both the CLRA 
and the unions for negotiating 
a contract last summer with¬ 
out any strikes, which he said 
was "testimony to the high 
level of competence of labor 
relations petmle." 

"I would like to sec other 
industries follow this exam¬ 
ple," he added.

Doctors say prohibition 
is main opiate problem

The main opiate problem in

KUWAIT (AFP) — Kuwaiti

Brig.^n. al-Hamad 
loW the Kuwaiti newspaper 
AI-Qabas the sighting was 
at Umm Al-Aiche, a^t SO 
kilometres -from here. He 
added that police were inves¬ 
tigating the sighting report. 


R.G. Schulze of Richmond 
and Dr. Michael Scott of Van¬ 
couver claim that the opi¬ 
ates (mainly heroin) sold il¬ 
legally were so diluted that 
true addiction was almost im¬ 
possible from their use, and 
the main attraction of the 
drugs was their illegality. 

Schulze, medical officer at 
Gakalla prison, says he exa¬ 
mined 411 admissions to the 
prison who were identified as 
heroin users. 

Although all said they had 
used heroin within 24 hours 
before their admission. 406 
had no. or only minimal, 
signs of heroin dependence 
during withdrawal. Four had 
moderate signs of depen¬ 
dence. and only one had 
"marked" dependence. None 
had "severe" withdrawal 
symptoms, and 396 said they 
had used psycho-active drtigs 
other than heroin in the 24 
hours before being taken into 
custody. 

One characteristic shared 
by 119 of those with few or no 
signs of dependence was their 
"belligerent and demanding 
demeanor," Schulze says. 

"Most of the admittees sur¬ 
veyed had used heroin purely 
as a rile in their subculture. 
Genuine heroin usdrs in this 
survey were few." 

Genuine users are usually 
non-violent, and are rarely 
seen in a prison setting, 
Schulze says. 

Because the illegal drug is 
so diluted, its effect Is short¬ 
lived. and the emotional ef¬ 
fects of using an illegal drug, 
combined with the uncer¬ 
tainty about the substances it 
Is diluted with, far outweigh 
the physical effects of heroin. 
Schulze says. 

The health ministry's drive 
against heroin use will only 
increase the coot of illegal 
heroin, and actually increase 
the crime problem, which is 
cau.sed by the high cost of the 
drug. An Alcohol and Drug 
Commission study indicates 
that the violence associated 
with heroin users was usually 
present long before they 
began taking the drug, which 
can actually reduce violent 
behavior. Schulze says. 

Scott says the proportion of 
bpjale addicts in the U.S. is 
abmt the same as it was at 
the turn of the century, 0.3 
per rent Of the population. 
Many addicts were intnv 
duced to opiates by their 
physicians, who continued to 
supply them without hesita¬ 
tion when they became ad¬ 
dicted. Sometimes the drugs 
were deliberately given to al¬ 
coholics when doctors rea¬ 
lized that "the long term dan 
gers of the juke of the poppy 
were less than those of the 
juice of the vine.” 

The Harrison Narcotic Law 
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in the U.S., which severely 
restricted the use of opiates, 
was the beginning of the ffijniL 
ern drug problem, in thp 
same way that Frohibition 
led to no grease in alcohol 
ism. but enormous profits for 
the underworld, Scott says. 

"The 13-year-old who dies 
suddenly while injecting 
heroin in a lavatory in Van¬ 
couver is no more ^ad than 
the 45-year-old father of four 
who keels over with a (heart 
attack); no more dead than 
the S5-year-old man who 
chokes on his (lung cancer); 
no more dead than the 55- 
year-old doctor whose life 
draws to a slow sad finale 
from cirrhosis; yet he seems 
more dead.” 

"The pushers who sold him 
his drug ar<'killers' in a way 
that the Virginia tobacco 
farmer and the liquor store 
emplojee are not." 

Farmers receive govern¬ 
ment grants to encourage 
their survival, and liquor 
supplies the government with 
$460,000 a day in revenues. 

Yet opiates, according to 
the Le Dain Commission, 
cause no long-term physio¬ 
logical or psychological dam¬ 
age after prolong use in 
pure form, Scott says. 

He notes that William Hal¬ 
stead. one of the founders of 
the Johns Hopkins medical 


centre, took morphine, an 
opium derivative, every day 
of his life from the age of 24 
until he died at the age of 70. 

Scott said in a t^ephone 
interview that a heroin addict 
needs heroin to survive in the 
same way that a diabetic 
must have insulin, but other 
than dependency, the drug 
has no harmful effects. In 
many societies, young people 
are taught to use opiates the 
same way North American 
youngsters are taught to u.se 
alcohol. 

He added that heroin was a 
very useful drug medically, 
and was used in Britain and 
other countries. It caused 
much less nausea and vomit- 
ting among heart attack and 
burn victims than other 
dru^ commonly used. 

Although It was too late to 
bring about really sensible 
legislation to govern the use 
of heroin, supplying the drug 
at cost to the true addict 
would at least insure that 
these harmless people did not 
needlessly end up in prison. 
Scott said.

Now and then, a funny book 
may beat the jinx If it is arch 
and folksy and aimed at 
housewives (If Life Is a Bowl 
of Oerrles, etc ), but Metro- 
ptilitan Life is tart and disll- 
lusioned and aimed at sophis- 
tlcates. It is a catalogue of 
irritations endured ungladly 
by an engagingly cranky lady 
. who likes almost nothing 
about the way we live now. 

Since the book cau^ on. 
Miss Lebowitz has also be¬ 
come a star on the talk-show 
circuit. Her encounters with 
studio audiences make it 
even more puzzling that 
Metropolitan Life is so popu¬ 
lar.

New York, according to 
Miss Lebowitz, is also a good 
place to be because here she 
finds an unusual number of 
good listeners. The likeliest 
explanation for that, how¬ 
ever. is that she is worth lis¬ 
tening to Like most people 
who arc truly capable of 
being (uony, she doesn't w^ 
at It every minute. Her tallns 
not a rapid fire of one-liners; 
it is conversation. It Is less 
notable for wisecracks than 
for common sense. 


The only time she feels 
under pressure to come on as 
the "laff lady." Miss Le 
bowitz says, is w hen she is on 
television. That is also when 
It Is most difficult because 
(alk-sbow hosts tend to feed 
her flat-footed questions that 
are useless as straight lines 
for the snappy comeback. 
"What you have to do," she 
.says, "Is ask v'ourself the 
questions — or handle It the 
way Gore Vidal does. Some¬ 
body will ask him a quesion. 
and he'll say. Mmmm. yes.' 
and then go on to say what¬ 
ever he had in mind to say 
before he was Intemipled." 

A year ago. the name of 
Fran Lebow itz meant nothing 
outside a limited circle of 
readers. 

.She was doing a column for 
Andy Warhol's magazine. In¬ 
terview. and she was contri¬ 
buting to Mademoiselle. For 
a circumscribed public, she 
was writing things like this 


comment on special-interest 
magazines of the Ms. variety; 
"Being a woman Is of special 
interest only to aspiring male 
transsexuals. To actual 
women, it Is, simply a good 
excuse not to play football.” 
Like Tom Wolfe, she was ac¬ 
quiring chic image while ex¬ 
pressing viewpoints that 
were the opposite of chic. 

It startles people who bring 
her petitions to sign to learn 
that her politics are well to 
the right of what is consider¬ 
ed hip. 

"I believe in capital pun¬ 
ishment." she says by way of 
illustration — "not for your 
average Joe. you understand, 
but for people who deserve 
It." The trouble with left 
wingers, she believes. Is that 
they are all rich. When'they 
chastise her for her unraised 
social consciousness, she ex¬ 
plains her position this way: 
"YOU try being peer." Now 
that, for the first time in her 


life, she is making some 
money, she doesn’t fancy the 
idea of donating H to Internal 
Revenue. "To gel what they 
want" she says, "they'll 
have to come at me with sub- 
machine guns.” 

"Even Andy Warhol," Miss 
Lebtnritz says of the employ¬ 
er she still writes for, “is a 
conservative these days" 
Shortly, as though to verify 
this judgment. Warbol ap¬ 
pears on tbe street Mist Le¬ 
bowitz stops to Introduce 
him. a staid figure In a blue 
business suit carrying a 
brief case. He offers a quick 
courtesy and hurries on, full 
of unbohemian preoccupa¬ 
tion. 

"Writers {tn’t help think- 
Ing they have big rewards 
coming to them." Miss Le¬ 
bowitz remarks, "because 


writing is so horrible." As for 
writing humor, she says, 
there are only two thing.s she 
ran think of which may be 
more disagreeable ways to 
make money: Coal mining 
and cancer surgery. When 
forcing herself to confront 
the blank paper, she bucks 
herself up with this comfort¬ 
ing thought: "Remember, 
you don't have to write any 
words that you don't already 
know." 

One of tbe anxieties that 
afflict her In the act of com¬ 
position Is her uncertain 
punctuation. Mi.ss Lebowitz 
didn't have a very dl.stin 
guished academic career. In 
her New Jersey girlhood, she 
was always getting thrown 
out of school for reading 
James Thurher behind her 
geography.

Lower level of the Mall 
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Issues, not budgets, main worry for trustees

They were elected because 
of hi^ taxes—an Il-mlll. 2i- 
per-cent Increase In school 
taxes in 1976 had the taxpay¬ 
ers bowling (or blood, and the 
Greater Victoria school 
trustee elections revolved 
around who could cut the 
deepest^ 

The question to be asked In 
.Saturday's election is wheth¬ 
er or not the candidates 
elected in 1976—incumbents 
Susan Brice and Mark Fish¬ 
er. and newcomers Peter 
Dorazio. Bud Smith and 
Peter Yorke—can deal with 
the issues this time. 

In spite o( all that one bears 
about taxes these days, taxes 
are not. or at least they 
should not be. an issue In this 
campaign, for the trustees 
elect^ in 1976 have made 
budgeting their main prior¬ 
ity. and together with their 
administration, to which 
■host of the credit should 
probably go. have brought 
mill rates and per-pupil costs 
to among the lowest in the 
province. 


IN .SPITE of this, the trus¬ 
tees have generally (ailed to 
understand their own budget¬ 
ing process, and are clearly 
over their beads in the 200- 
plus-page document that has 
ocrupkd most of their atten¬ 
tion (or the past three weeks. 
It look them six meetings to 
plough through it the first 
time, and they never got 
around to discussing new 
programs until the Nov. U 
deadline (or submission was 
almost on them. 

The trustees have general¬ 
ly neglected educational 
issues, responding rather 
than initiating. Once a leader 
in the province for education¬ 
al innovation, the district Is a 
demoralized remnant of Its 
former self. 

Their most glaring fault is 
probably planning, not coin- 
rideotally the hottest issue In 
the district last spring, when 
they voted to close two 
schools. Despite their em¬ 
phasis on budding, the trus¬ 
tees have completely (ailed to 
explain what savings, if any. 
will result from closing 
schools, in the face of evi¬ 
dence that both fiscally and 
educationally the closure de¬ 
cisions could be costly, be¬ 
cause of lost grants from the 
provincial government, 
crowding in other schools and 
the demise of the Bank Street 
oral communications pro¬ 
gram when It was moved to 
Margaret Jenkins school. 


What^s at stake: The questions to be asked in the 1978 election 


LAST YEAB they almost 
chopped their planning divi¬ 
sion from the budgeL a glar¬ 
ing error which was quickly 
corrected. 

One realization (or this 
writer, after watching (ad¬ 
mittedly as little as possible) 
the trustees argue over the 
minutiae of their, provisional 
budget, is that accountants, 
and there are .several actual 
or would-be accountants on 
the board, do poorly with 
educational budgets. The 
broad view, the concept that 
the budget Is only the finan¬ 
cial statement of the board’s 
district-wide goals, and that 
until those goals are clarified 
the budget can make little 
sense, seems to elude those 
who are more accustomed to 
dealing with numbers than 
with the values those num¬ 
bers represent. 

Of (he incumbents, school 
board chairman Susan Brice 
Is probably the best, although 
her position has prevented 
her from indulging In debate 
as fully as she might. Articu¬ 
late. always at ease, and with 
a thorough knowledge of the 
district, she probably has the 
besF perspective for the 
. bodra's future, although the 
strain of juggling the frac¬ 
tious board and the demand¬ 
ing public has begun to 
.show. 

Peter Dorazio has exhibit¬ 
ed some of the myopia not 
uncommon among the ac¬ 
counting breed, and has been 
no more able than anyone 
else around (he board table to 
fully grasp the zero-based 
budgeting concept cham¬ 
pioned by schools superinten¬ 
dent Allan Stables. But he 
(ends to be an independent 
thinker, when he can control 
his temper. His campaigning 
style a^ voice are flat and 
unremarkable, which might 
hurt him In this off-year elec¬ 
tion. 


Dr. Mark Fisher appears to 
have found "religion" In the 
board's new adolescent op¬ 
tions committee. There is a 
new spark in his eye and a 
new edge to his voice, unlike 
the negative and casual Fish¬ 
er who has sat on the board 
and the Camosun College 
council for the last two years. 
On the verge of quitting, he 


decided to run again lor the 
sake of the new committee. 
His speaking ability has not 
improved, however—he still 
talks in almost Impenetrable 
Jargon loaded with malaprop- 
isms and redundancies. 

Bad Smith was all honey 
and understanding at a tele¬ 
vised forum last week. In 
keeping with his role as the 
school board's most capable 
campaigner. Dapper and 
confident, he Is also the 
board's human calculator, al¬ 
though his prestige suffered a 
minor blow oiv television 
when he had trouble calculat¬ 
ing one per cent of ISO mil¬ 
lion. Smith has a disconcert- 
ing tendency to see 
everything through numbers. 
He rated the value of one 
grant-seeking organization 
by dividing its number of 
phone calls by its budget, and 
another on the basis of (be 
per-tnistee cost, even though 
the grant is based on the size 
of the district, and not the 
number of trustees. 

Peter Yorke has (ailed to 
generate much of interest 
during bis term as school 
trustee. He usually waits to 
see which way the wind Is 
blowing before voting, and 
even then often fails to raise 
bis hand, leaving an Impress¬ 
ion of indecision. The only 
initiative which comes to 
mind that Yorke has taken on 
the board has been a policy to 
keep the already-secret 
agenda of the board's agenda 
committee confidential, 
hardly a major step for edu- 
cation. 

The challengers are an in¬ 
teresting lot. There are only 
three, and there Is little to 
distinguish between them on 
the Issues. 

Tom Arkell's slow humor 
takes a while to get used 
to but it ran be biting when he 
loosens up. A solid veteran of 
the closure fights last year, 
Arkell was secretary pro tern 
of the steering committee 
that preceded the new Con¬ 
federation of Parents’ Asso¬ 
ciations of Victoria, and has 
clearly paid his dues la the 
district’s grass roots. 

If one imagines in one's 
mind a young university pro¬ 
fessor, it will undoubt^ly 
look like Dr. Martin Levin, 
who unabashedly claims (hat 
occupation. Balding, goa- 
teed. corduroy-jacketed and 
check-shirted beneath a thick 
woven tie. Levin is also the 
best campaigner of the chal¬ 
lengers. with a fine sense of 
timing. The only question 
that remains is. can a politi¬ 
cal science professor find 
happiness In pities? 


Winfield Mott has also been 
active at (he parents’ level, 
although a recent newcomer 
to the district. Obviously not 
afraid to explore new terri¬ 
tory, be has a good back¬ 
ground as (be region's long 
term care administrator. His 
main campaign defect Is a 
bland speaking style that 
spews out (acts and argu¬ 
ments as though he were 
reading everything. 

It is not easy to pick out a 
final slate from all this, but I 
know you've been waiting for 
it I offer It here without apol¬ 
ogy, and emphasize that it is 


not a prediction of bow the 
voting will go on Saturday: 

Susan Brice may not want 
the job again, but I wouldn't 
trust anyone else in (he 
chair. 

Tom ArkeU is unlikely to 
become part of a (action on 
the board, and some good 
commonsense might be use¬ 
ful. He knows the district 
well, and it's worth giving 
him a try. 

Dr. Martin Levin may not 
find happiness on the school 
board but he appears to be

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Germans fed up with NATO military manoeuvres

BUEDINGEN, West Ger¬ 
many — "We have had It up 
10 here.” Gerhard Wagner 
said, sweeping his hand 
across his eyehrows. “The 
screaming Jets...The tanks 
that shake you out of your bed 
at night...The tom up 
fields...Sometimet It la all too 
much.” 

After reflecting a moment, 
the young official of this pic- 
luresque medieval town U 
milaa northwest of Frankfurt 
added: 

"But 1 guess it is noces 
sary. The soldiers are here to 
protect our country. They 
have to train and hold ma¬ 
noeuvres. so 1 guess we Just 
have to put up with It.” , 

Wagner's remarks reflect 
the mixed feelings that many 
Germans have toward the 
massive North Atlanttc 
Treaty Organisation military 
manoeuvres that each au¬ 
tumn turn i^ch of West Ger¬ 
many into mock battleflelda. 
The exercises may be make- 
believe but the damage they 
cause to town and country¬ 
side Is real enough. 


The U.S. Army claims ser¬ 
vice in Europe, headquar¬ 
tered in Mannheim, esti¬ 
mates that In fiscal UTt the 
U.S. government shelled out 
II9.5 million in 62.009 claims 
cases for damage caused by 
its air and ground forces In 
Germany. 

The comparable figures for 
fiscal 1977 were tl6.t million 
for tt.OOO claims. 

The payments represent 
only 79 percem of the damage 
caused by American forces. 
Under the NATO Status of 
Forces Agreement, the West 
German government pays 
the remaining 29 percent. If 
the damage is caused by 
troops of more than one 
NATO ally in mixed exer¬ 
cises, the claims are paid on 
a shared basis, with a portion 
of the tab always picked up 
by the West Germans. The 
1978 figures do not include 
damages resulting from the 
recently concluded Autumn 
Forge exercises, which have 
triggered a political contro¬ 
versy In West Germany. 

About 400,990 NATO 
ground, air and naval person¬ 
nel took part la the exercises, 
held mainly In West Ger- 


many. A major aim of the 
games was to test the ability 
of NATO to swiftly move ad¬ 
ditional forces Into Europe in 
time of crisis. 

Left wing critics in Ger 
many consider the exercises 
excessively large and pro¬ 
vocative In an era of sup¬ 
posed East-West detente. 
They complain of the deaths 
and damage left In their 
wake. 

At least a dosen persons, 
most of them civtllans, were 
killed h) this year's exercises, 
mainly In traffic accidents 
involving tanks and other 
miliury vehicles. 

West German defence min- 
i.sler Hans Apel has called for 
a review of the exercises in 
an effort to lessen their lm> 
pact on the country, which 
has the right to determine 
their time and place. 

Fueling the controversy is 
the NATO commander Gen. 
Alexander Haig Jr. who has 
defended the size and scope 
of the'autumn manoeuvres as 
a military necessity in view 
of tbe massive buildup by the 
Soviet-led Warsaw pact 
forces In Eastern Europe.

About 1.900 American Gla 
are based near the town in an 
army helicopter unit and a 
large motor vehicle depot. On 
tbe outskirts of Buedingen. is 
a large training area for 
tanks, armored personnel 
carriers and other heavy ve¬ 
hicles. 

Wagner, head of the Bue¬ 
dingen manoeuvre damage 
office, said the games usually 
inflict about 950.000 damage 
on the town each year. This 


year, he said, the cost will 
probably be double that. The 
town was In a major mock 
battle area between opposing 
Red and Blue forces, with 
much attacking and coun¬ 
terattacking. 

As elsewhere, most of the 
damage was caused by heavj) 
tanks that chewed up pave¬ 
ment, curbs and drainage 
lines. Especially hard hit 
were the narrow paved farm 
roads, used atmoat exclusive¬ 
ly for farm vehicles. 


"They Just can't take the 
burden of a 92-ton M-00 battle 
tank,” aaid Lt Col. Robert D. 
Hamel, chief of the U.S. 
Army claims office. "Tbe 
tank treads crush tbe edges 
of such roads, forcing the 
centre of the road to buckle 
upwards. It would be better if 


the tanks would use the fields 
adjacent to the roads. It 
would be a lot cheaper." 

He said It cost about 79.000 
to 100.000 deutschmarks 
(about 938.900 to 990,000) per 
kilometre to repair such 
roads.

A Sunday iftenrara hike turned Into a 
chilling experience for nine people in 
two separate groups in East Sooke Park 
when nightfall caught them still far 
from their destination, forcing them 
to huddle around campfires for the 
might.

Christopher 
Stewart and Mandi Saunders, all of Vic¬ 
toria. Both groups were found half a 
mile apart near Beecbey Head Lookout 
by the five-man search party Including 
a tracking dog that had iook^ for more 
than three hours. 

Slaght said his group had planned to 
hike from the Pike Road parking lot to 
the Aylnrd Farm lot but ran out of 
lime. When they found themselves in a 
steep rocky area at about < p.m., they 
decided “to stay put.”

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Nuclear orders nosedive 


WA.SHINGTON (UPl) — 
Despite a projected increase 
in the demand for electricity 
in the United States, only four 
nuclear posrer plants were 
ordered in 1977 and none has 
yet been ordered this year, 
the chairman of the Atomic 
Industrial Forum said Mon¬ 
day. 

B.B. Parker of the AIF said 
not only Is there a lack of new 
orders, but eight orders or 
options for atomic generators 
were cancelled in 1977 and 
five were dropped this year. 

“Compared to the 41 orders 
placed in 1973 and the 28 
placed In 1974, this is a source 
of great concern to the manu¬ 
facturers of reactor systems 
and components,” he told the 


annual meeting at the trade 
organise tioa. 

Parker, retired head of 
Duke Power Co., saM the na¬ 
tion’s power compaUaa face 
a number of economic nneer- 
talntiea when they plan for 
expansion. But he saM a N 
per cent greater generating 
capacity will pr^My be 
needed by the end of the cen¬ 
tury if the United States Is to 
maintain Its economic 
growth. 

He saM only additiooal coal 
and uranium-fired plants can 
meet the extra power re- 
qniremenl 

One significant problem, 
Parker saM, is that the time 
required to bulM and licenae 
a nuclear power plant it In¬ 


creasing rather than de¬ 
creasing, adding to the cost of 
atomic power. 

But Parker saM nuclear 
power “still appears eco¬ 
nomically attractive and en- 
vironinentally preferable to 
other modes of steam-elec¬ 
tric generation in moat areas 
of the United States.” 

He saM nuclear power’s 
safety record is unblemished 
and atomic generators have 
saved consumers 33.5 billion 
from 1975 through 1977 com¬ 
pared with the cost of a like 
amount of electricity gen¬ 
erated by piants fl^ by 
coal, oil or gas. 

Parker saM goveromem 
regulation and politics still 


pose the greatest problems 
for the nuclear power indus¬ 
try. 

”As serious and as real as 
these may be, we can take 
some comfort in knowing 
they are subject to resolution 
by institutloiial and political 
means, with really no further 
need for technical break¬ 
throughs and no expectatioo 
of engineering surprises,” he 
saM.

DonsM Smith, a supporter of industrial expansion at 
Royal Oak, said the question should not go to the public 
and "the referendum U a waste of time.” 

Blenkinsop VaHey property owner Harry Tyaon armed 
that the question was one for council to decide, "not shrug 
off Hs responsibility on the voter.” 

Irene Block urged the audience of IM at Claremont se¬ 
nior high school to soundly defeat the referendum be¬ 
cause no neighborhood had a right to force its views on 
another part of the community. 

Semi-retired businessman Robert Bowcott said he 
would work toward expanding Saanich's lax base by voting 
for light industrial developroent in selected zones. 

Former sMcrmsn Sandy Noel was the only csndMale 
who didn't respond to the question. He also shied away 
from the industrial development issue when outlining his 
platform. 

The audience's other concern centred on pollution 
problems in Cordova Bay. 

A majority of the candMates felt that because some 
residents are opposed to sewers being Installed, a study of 
alternative methods of servicing Cordova Bay shouM be 
undertaken.

The provisional budget leaves the pupil- 
teacher ratio unchanged, contrary to sug¬ 
gestions from from tbe district's adminis¬ 
tration and the Greater Victoria Teach¬ 
ers' Association that the board reduce the 
primary class size by adding teaching 
staff.

—in spite of the fact that it 
has almost run out. He alao 
suggests the GVLRA may 
have Ideas about locking 
municipal employees out on 
Jan. 1, tbe day after the cur¬ 
rent agreement expires. 

“It makes yon wonder if 
Mr. Anaheim (GVLRA chief 
negotiator Carl Anshelm) is 
really serious. Maybe they 
have a lockout Jan. I in 
mind.” says Jim Walker. 
JNC spokesman and presi¬ 
dent of the CUPE local co¬ 
vering Victoria's outside city 
workers. 

"Our agreement has COLA 
(cost-of-living allowance) 
kicking in Jan. 1. That could 
be put off with a legal strike 
or lockout. And with the cost- 
of-living the way it is right 
now. the money concerned 
would amount to about 61 
million" 

Walker concedes that 
GVLRA has stolen the early 
thunder from the union this 
time. 

“This is the first lime 
they’ve moved to open nego¬ 
tiations—that they've sent us 
a letter. We have always 
been the ones to open nego¬ 
tiations" 

In a letter to all employees 
and GVLRA representatives. 
Anshelm said his office had 
received no response from 
the JNC to a written request 
Oct. 5 for an opening of ne¬ 
gotiations. Subsequent con¬ 
versations with a JNC 
spokesman had led to the at- 
atement that the JNC 
wouldn’t be meeting until this 
Wednesday to consider pro¬ 
posals. he said. 

Meanwhile, arrangements 
were being made for Initial 
negotiatlona next week with 
locals representing Victoria 
inside workers and Capital 
Region employees—two 
locals that settled indepen¬ 
dently of the JNC last time. 
Anshelm said be had alao 
been contacted by tbe local 
covering library board em¬ 
ployees, but that this local 
wasn't prepared to meet be¬ 
fore next month. 

Since the Labor Code calls 
for a meeting of both sides 


within to days of the original 
letter, Anshelm said he had 
asked the LRB to give such 
an order to the JNC and li¬ 
brary local. 

In addition to Victoria out¬ 
side workers, locals under 
the JNC umbrella include 
Saanich, inside and outside 
Greater Victoria School 
Board employees, and Esqui¬ 
mau. The Oak Bay local has 
merged with Saanich since 
the last set of talks.

Sidney van den Bergh. 
director of the Dominion As-

Saanich teachers have already voted down a six per 
cent increase offered by the Saanich school board. Saan¬ 
ich Teachers' Association negotiating chairman Dennis 
Horn said Monday. Negotiations have broken off 'because 
the two sides seem quite far apart, but another meeting 
with the school board is planned Wednesday. 

In Sooke, which has avoided arbitration for the last two 
years, both sides are still quite far apart.

Politicians and planners In Victoria arc preparing 
for a recycle program that will change the (ace of the 
city. 

It won't happen (or at least another It years but 
when It does. It will be the biggest opportunity to alter 
the course of the city's future development since the 
great anti-highrisc movement of the early 1970 b. 

IT WnX INVOLVE ridding the city of what many 
consider a festering sore, the three-storey frame apartment 
buiMings. 

The recycle process will begin in about 10 years and 
within 20 years, most of them will have been replaced 
by what municipal officials hope will be better bous- 

ing 

Tbe process isn’t dictated by tbe natural decline of 


the buildings, but by cold and hard economics. It will be 
cbeaper (or the owners to tear them down and replace 
them with something better than to hang on to them or 
sell them. 

THE THREE-STOREY frame apartments owe their 
existence to the bousing shortage in tbe early 70s. To 
stimulate the construction of affordable housing, tbe federal 
government offered Incentives to prospective developers. 

Owners of three-storey frame apartments were al¬ 
lowed to write off 10 per cent a year against their 
income. 

Tbe market responded enthusiastically. The “cheap and 
nasties," as some city officials refer to them, sprang up like 
mushrooms. 

DEVELOPERS COULDN’T build them fast enough to 
satisfy (he demand from doctors, lawyers and other high-ln- 
come groups who were looking for tax Writeoffs. - 

Ata bMause of tbe acute housing shortage, munici¬ 


palities had no option but to play ball with the two senior 
levels of government which encouraged the program 
and the develbpers who cashed in on IncrediUe rich¬ 
es. 

The crash program filled the need. The “cheap and 
nasties” offered basically sound accommodation at reason¬ 
able cost, tat municipalities had to pay a price. 

THE GAUDY FACADES couldn't hide the skimpy 
landscaping in the (root, often no more than a token 
strip of grass and a few scraggly saplings, and the acres 
of surface parking in the rear. 

Under normal circumstances, the buildings would 
last anywhere from 25 to 50 years and would continue to 
offer fairly good and reasonably-priced shelter, but econom¬ 
ics dictate otherwise. 

On Jan. 1, 1978 tbe federal government reduced the 
tax writeoff privileges (or three-storey frame apartments. 
Anything built after that date can be written off at five per 


cent only. That makes it no longer as attractive to prospec¬ 
tive owners. 

This means that after an apartment building has 
been written off tbe owner couldn't afford to sell It be¬ 
cause most of his profit would go to the government by 
way of capital gains tax. 

Most of Victoria’s frame apartments are concen¬ 
trated In James Bay and Fernwood.The possibility of 
replacing them has city planners and aldermen excit¬ 
ed. 

Aid. Robert Wright, chairman of city council's planning 
committee, says the planning department is already work¬ 
ing on policies for the replacement of tbe frame apart¬ 
ments. 

“When the phoenix rises from the ashes, we want to 
be ready. We have to be waiting with specific guide¬ 
lines. density restrictions and design controls to make 
sure that we don't repeat tbe mistakes of tbe past.”

Investment forecast looks brighter 


OTTAWA (CP) — Big business investment is expected 
to rise signilicintly in 1979 above this year's level and 
prospects appear bright into the 1980s. says an industry 
department survey released Monday. 

The survey says capital spending on plant and equip¬ 
ment by 300 major coiporitlons is expected to climb by 
18 per cent next year to $210 bUlion. Wlieo inflation ia dis¬ 
counted, the Increase wlU be about eight per cent. 

While Industry officials caution that the results of the 
survey cannot be extended directly to the economy as a 
whole, they note that the firms account for about two- 
thirds of the country's ngn-agricultural business spend¬ 
ing on plant and equipment. 

But they suggest the figures could mean that over all 
business investment will be up three to five per cent in 
real terms over 1978. 


That compares with abont two per cent in 1978 and l.s 
per cent in 1977. 

British Columbia is expected to show the largest increase 
in investment, the survey says. In OnUrlo and the Atlantic 
provlncea, Inveatment la anticipated to he In line with the 
average while that In Quebec and the Prairies is expected to 
be below overage. 

The survey found that the lower value of the Canadian 
dollar, an anticipated upswing in the economy In 1979 
and an improved caah flow for corporations were factors 
that are liliely to encourage Increase spending. 

Industry is also expected to use more of its productive 
capacity in 1979 and inflation ii expected to moderate, 
leading to more inveatment 


Carter vs. inflation 


. WASHINGTON (CP) — President 
Carter's save-tbe-dollar campaign still 
faces a long, hard battle that will re¬ 
quire tough government action to beat down 
inflationary pressures. 

Last we^, the dollar started to come 
under renewed selling pressure on world 
currency markets after its initial surge in 
value fdlowing Carter's announcement cd 
voluntary pay and price restraints. 

Despite co-ordinated efforts by the U.S. 
Federal Reserve Board, and key central 
banks In Japan. West Germany and Switzer¬ 
land in buying up unwanted dollars to main¬ 
tain their value, the currency apparently 
failed to develop any strength of its own. 

To achieve that strength, overseas central 
bankers warned, U.S. trading partners must 
be convinced of the administration's deter¬ 
mination to pursue stringent policies as long 
as needed to fight inflation and reduce the 
L'.S. foreign trade imbalance 


Carter showed his intentions over the 
weekend. He vetoed bills that would have 
reduced imports of cheap foreign beef, for¬ 
bidden him to lower tarUfa on irapotled tex¬ 
tiles and authorized more money than he 
requested for training student nurses. He 
also refused tighter production controls on 
feedgrains in an attempt to keep farmers' 
prices from rising too fast. 

These were steps aimed at showing "a 
clear indication that the federal government 
is prepared to do its part to reduce Infla¬ 
tion,” Carter said. 

But the pain of the anti-inflation policies is 
showing in the U.S. economy. On Mon¬ 
day, four major banks raised their interest 
rates for "prime” loans to best business 
customers by one-quarter of one percentage 
point to 11 per cent. Economists see the rate 
eventually topping the record 12 per cent 
prime set in 1974

Labor urges capital-flow curbs 

^Keep jobs at home' 


TORONTO (CP) - There shouid be public 
control of corporate investment practices to 
prevent the flow of more jobs from Canada, 
the Ontario Federation of Labor said Mon¬ 
day. 

"So long as private financial and indust¬ 
rial corporations are free to move their 
capital in and out of the country, major 
elements of our economic policy will be 
determined by their demands for profit," 
the gOO.OOO-member federation said in a 
policy statement on industrial strategy. 

"As the multinationals shift their opera¬ 
tions to low-cost countries and the southern 
states, branch plants in Ontario are sum¬ 
marily closed on instruction from the home 
offices, resulting in widespread unemploy¬ 
ment. shortfalls of tax revenues, lack of 
investment, high trade deficits and a poor 
balance of patments." the federation said. 

"The Liberals and Tories who have run 


this country since it was founded have mis¬ 
managed the economy, have given away our 
birthright and are alowly but aurely fritter¬ 
ing away our future.” 

Corporations should be required by law to 
re-lnvest a portion of their made-in-Canada 
profita back into Canada and should be 
compelled to publicly diacloae their finan¬ 
cial operations. 

"We cannot plan our economy if we have 
virtually no access to the financial workings 
of most corporations operating In this coun¬ 
try.” 

The federation blamed government reluc¬ 
tance to intervene in corporate affairs for 
the unemplotment rate listed at 8.2 per 
cent of the national workforce in October. 

The labor group also called for a shift in 
energy policy to concentrate on develop¬ 
ment of renewable energy resources and to 
curb the export of oil and gas. 


Board rates AIB impact 

Canadian, U.S. 
wage gap closes 

OTTAWA (LTD — Canadian earnings have increased 
more quickly than those in the United States since Octo¬ 
ber. 1975, despite the nation's three-year program of wage 
and price controls, a Conference Board in Canada study 
showed Monday. 

The study compared earnings in both nations ovtr an 
eight-year period to early 1978 in 84 manufacturing and 
non-manufacturing industries and in 22 major industr)' 
groups. 

The Conference Board said the study showed two dis¬ 
tinct patterns. 

"From 1970 to 1976 Canadian wage-earners received 
higher wage increases than their U.S. counterparts in al¬ 
most all of the 84 industries. However, this trend was re¬ 
versed in late 1978 in a large number of industries.” it 
said. 

The devaluation In the Canadian dollar and a slower 
rate of increase in Canadian earnings under the wage and 
price control program resulted in Canadian earnings 
equalling or exceeding thosq in the United States in 48 of 
the 84 individual industries by the first quarter of 1978. 

On average for all manufacturing industries, Cana¬ 
dian earnings were at par with the United States in the 
first tpjarter of 1978. 

Canadian earnings were about 10 per cent higher than 
those in the United States in auch industries as women's 
clothing, veneer and plywood mills, sawmills, pulp Ind 
paper mills and synthetic textiles. 

American earnings were about 15 per cent higher than 
Canadian in such industries as -Iron and steel mills, 
breweries, motor vehicles and tire and tube manufac¬ 
turers. 

Overall, the board said eaminga—excluding bene¬ 
fits—in the Canadian mtnfacturing industry increased 
from 80 per cent of the U.S. level in 1968 to about 7 per 
cent higher in 1977. 

When benefits costa are included, labor costa la Cana¬ 
dian manufacturing increased from 77 per cent of those in 
the United Stales in 1968 to just below par—98 per cent—by 
1977.

How to talk 

about drinking &driving 


to your teenagers 

Wc all know going oul ii fiin, and 
no parent wanU to take away thozc good 
timea. But theae daya. with tecnagera in 
and oul of cara ao much, it'a crucial that 
they underatand the dangera of drinking 
and driving, and that they can avert 
potential trouble by making the right 
deciaiona. 

Firat, aet your aon or daughter 
atraighi on tlya often-miaunderalood fact: 
beer, wine and apiriu—in exceaa, all three 
are juat aa dangeroua on the road. 

A good way of avoiding trouble ia to 
plan ahead. Suggeat that your teenagera 
review their evening before going out. If 
they aee drinking involved, far better to 
leave the car at home than to take chancea 
later behind the wheel. 

Far better alao to aay no to a drink, 
to refuae to drive, or to turn down a 
lift with an impaired friend than to go 
along with the crowd and maybe regret it. 

You can aupport your teenagera and 
give them confidence by letting them 
know that if they ever need help you’ll go 
for them, pay their cab or do whatever ia 
neceaaary to gel them home safely. 

Moat important, be a good example. 
Never drive if you've had even one drink 
too many. Better still, don't let it come 
to that. Know your limit and slay within it. 


to your parents 

If you’re not of legal drinking age, 
don’t touch a drop. But if you arc, and you 
drive, then you’re old enough to do your 
part in reaching an agreement with your 
parents on the subject. 

Sure they worry. Because even if you 
don’t drink, others in your group may. 

The friend driving you home one night 
may have had too much. 

Show that you’re equally concerned. 
Get serious. For instance, what have you 
read lately about the dangera of drinking 
and driving? Do you know how much 
beer, wine or spirits your body can safely 
handle before your judgment becomes 
impaired? Do you know the law in your 
province? And what happens if you break it? 

Get the facts and discuss them calmiv. 
Then take the initiative and propose a few 
family ground rules. 

No driving if you’ve been drinking 
beyond your limit. (We’ll send you a 
valuable free chart on responsible limits 
if you write us.) No riding with a friend 
who’s been drinking. And convince your 
- parents if a situation ever turns dicey, 
you won’t hesitate to phone for help. 

Finally, remind your parents you’re 
concerned for their safety, too, and that 
the family rules on drinking and driving 
apply to them, as well.

"He's not a typical ten¬ 
nis player. He’s got very 
strong values, he's close to 


his family and we have (jie 
same Instincts.” 

"We were laughing right 
off.” Lloyd is quoted as say¬ 
ing. "You tend to believe 
what you read in the 
papers—that Chris • is very 
cool and so forth. But she has 
a great sense of humor, very 
sarcastic and dry like the 
English, and she's very 
warm.

1. Que$ t lon; Exactly where are the two proposed sites'* 

Answer: The Interurban iocatton is bounded by interurban 
Roed. generally south of the Interurban Campus 

• of Camoeun College and Glendale Hospital 

The Royal Oak site is bounded by Kay Street on 
the eouth, Pat Bay Highway on the west. Mann 
Avenue on the north, and the easterly edge of the 
Northridge subdivision See map at left 

2. Question; How big are the two sites expected to be** 

The Interurban Park would occupy 158 acres m 
total: 88 acres would be used for commercial 
purposes. 19 acres tor roads and 51 acres 
tor park and other green space area. 

The Royal Oak Park would occupy 129 acres in 
total: 110 acres would be used tor service — 
commercial purposes. 10 acres tor roads and 9 
acres for the greenbelt perimeter 
What IS an Industrial Park'* 

In the case of both proposals made here, an 
industrial park is an area set aside for the 
containment of a number of light ir^Oustnal activi* 
ties, set Within a green area Often such areas 
are designed so that each of the separate firms 
have thsir own landscaping. There may as well be 
individual park or garden areas within the com¬ 
pound. or serving as a border One of the maior 
objectives m the design of an industrial park is to 
blervj it with the surrounding area, particularly 
with the liberal use ot landscaping. The illustration 
to the left IS an example ot a typical industrial 
park coTKept 
What is "light industry’ 

Light Industry generally excludes commercial 
activities that might significantly upset the atmo¬ 
sphere of the surrounding area As proposed, both 
projects would exclude heavy manufacturing or 
processing activities that would contribute smoke, 
odors or excessive r)Otse to the environment, or 
that might reguire large arKt 'or unattractive 
production facilities. The use or storage of hazard¬ 
ous materials would be prohibited Typical exam¬ 
ples of light industry are branch and'local 
offloea, wholesale diathbutora. warehouse Slnits 
and amsH manuf^turers requiring limited space 
and machinery, the Interurban proposal also 
includes provision for the outside storage of heavy 
equipment. 

$. Oueetion: Would other kinds of businesses be permitted to 
develop around the edges of these industrial 
parks? 

Answer: Aside from the tact that the area adjacent to both 
proposed sites already contains some non-resi- 
dentlal development, the answer to the question is 
'no." 'There is no tnient to rezorre either area to 
permit unorganized commercial growth around 
perimetera. The parks would remain aetfeon- 
larned. 

f. Ouesttofi: What asauiarx:a is there that unacceptable typen 
of industry ¥W>n1 be sDovred in these parks m 
r the future? 

A ne war; Stnctly controlled zoning regulations restrict .the 
uee ot the land. Tha area would have to be 
razonad to permit expanded land use. 

7. Que ett o n : Is R ptarmed to fence dangeroue areas to protect 

children in the vicinity? 

Answer. Yes. All potentially dar>oeroua areas would require 
fencing. Normally many irxlividual buaineMes 
fence their own areas 

8. OueatiOR: la it planned to use any of the greenbelt or park 

areas wtthin the propo^ sites as play areas tor 
children? 

Answer The green areas in both cases are of limited 
access and designed mainly to maintain a rural 

* atmosphere, however, the central hill section of 
the Interurban site wtfl be available to the public as 

a park area. 

9. Queatlon; How would these propoeaia be pa»d for? 

The methods of finance and development are 
different for each proposal 
Land In tha Interurban sit# would ba purchased 
serviced and developad by the Municipality on 
borrowed funds, with the British Columbia Oevei- 
opmani Corporation (BCOC) providing tha financ¬ 
ing and acM^ as development manager and sales 
agent. Inoome from the sale of l«>d parcels would 
be ueed to retire the inveetment debt. Profit 
after p a yment of die debt vrould accrue to the 
Munlclpamy. as tha developer. In cr eeeed tax reve¬ 
nue would co mmer ce as tha parcels wsre sold 
The poet of the Royal Oak propeeal would ba 
carried by private developers. Inlhaity. however, 
the Munlolpaitty would develop and pay for the 
neoesaary ree^ sewers, and greenbelt 
areee through long term borrowlnQ. A special 
annual tax leW would ba appflad to the property to 
redre thle debt ever a 10lo20yeM^peM. There 
would be no ooet to the Municipality Irr this 
transaction. Tha privala developers would be 
responsible for financing the balance of the prop> 
erty development. Profit realized from the eventual 
sale of the lar>d parcels to irkjividual businesses 
would go to ths developers

New York Yankees signed 
free agent pitcher Luis Tiant 
to a two-year contract Man- 
day, the American League 
baseball team announced. 

The veteran hurler, a long¬ 
time mainstay of the Boston 
Red Sox staff, thus becomes 
the first player In major 
league baseball’s 1978 re¬ 
entry draft to reach contract 
terms with a new team. 

Meanwhile, pitcher Larry 
Gura, the first free agent 
claimed by the maximum 13 
clubs In the draft, decided to 
stay with Kansas City Royals 
and signed a five-year con¬ 
tract with the club. 

Because of his age, Tiant. 
who will be 38 later this 
montb, was virtually ignored 
in the Nov. 3 draft, selected 
only by the Yankees in the 
eighth round. 

With only one team select¬ 
ing him, TUnt was declared 
available for negotiations 
with all 28 major league 
clubs, including the Red tex. 
who had balked at giving him 
anything more than a one- 
year contract. 

The veteran right-hander 
claimed the Red Sox farced 
him into the free agent mar¬ 
ket 

"They made me go, the 
way they treated me,” he 
^aid. "It wasn’t fair all I did 
for that team. But they didn’t 
care ’’ 

"Tbey shouldn’t have let 
me go to the draft,” Tiant 
said. “Tbey would only give 
me one year. I’m only looking 
out for No. I—and that’s 
me." 

Tiant pitched in 32 games 
for Boston last season and 
had a pair of two-hItters in¬ 
cluding I 5-8 shutout of To¬ 
ronto Blue Jays on the final 
game of the season whleh en* 
abIM tbe Red Sox to tie New 
York for the American 
League East Division cham¬ 
pionship and force a playoff 
for the title. 

Tiant had 22 career vic¬ 
tories against the Yankees 
tying him with Jim Palmer of 
Baltimore Orioles as the top 
winner against New York 
among active. American 
League pitchers. 

Last season, pitching for 
Boston, Tiant compiled a 13-g 
record with a 3.31 eamed-ruB 
average and pushed his ca¬ 
reer record to 2tM-148 since 
coming to the majors with 
Cleveland Indiana in 1984. 

Tbe colorful right-hander 
with the drooping moustache 
and herky-jerky motion was 


a Fenway Park favorite after 
the Red Sox signed him as a 
free agent in 1971: 

He had been traded by 
Cleveland to Minnesota in 
1970 and then was released by 
the Twins, who thought he 
was wtsh^ up. He failed a 
tryout with AtlanU Braves 
but then was rescued by the 
Red Sox and played a major 
role In Boston’s American 
League championship in 
1975. 

For the Yankees, the sign¬ 
ing of Tiant marks a return to 
their favorite marketplace. 
Previously, New York has 
dipped into tbe free agent 
auction to sign pitchers Jim 
(Catfish) Hunter, Don Oul- 
lett.

New challenge for UVic coach 


Hughes 

...CIAV coirk ef veir 


Brian HuKhes ha.s a new 
position and yet another chal- 
ienge awaiting him in the 
world of soccer. 

A former British profes¬ 
sional piayer, Hughes look 
his University of Victoria 
Vikings to the final of the 
Canadian Intercollegiate 
Athletic Union championship 
during the weekend in Mon¬ 
treal. 

The Canada West cham- 
pion Vikings were beaten 2-8 
by University of Manitoba 
Bisons in the final but Hughes 
was named CIAU coach-of- 
the-year and coach of the 
first-ever Canadian entry in 
the World Cup of collegiate 
soccer, an invitational event 
to be staged in Mexico City- 
next September. 


"Details are still sketchy," 
Hughes said Monday, "but 
there will be meetings in the 
next few weeks with the Ca¬ 
nadian Soccer Association 
and I understand John Bu¬ 
chanan of Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity will also be Involved 
in running the team. The only 
limitation on players Is that 
they must be enrolled at a 
university, either in Canada 
or elsehere. and they must be 
Canadian citizens." 

That's a ruling that Hughes 
would have liked to see in 
force at the CIAU champion 
ship as several of the eastern 
colleges had numerous "im¬ 
ports" while UVIc went with 
IS Canadians. 

"I think it's only fair that 


most players on the team be 
Canadian citizens," Hughes 
said, "and I'm glad to say a 
recommendation that has 
been adopted in other sports 
such as ice hockey and bas¬ 
ketball. will be in effect In 
soccer next season. The rule 
(adopted by a 7-2 vote In Mon¬ 
treal) limits non-Canadians 
to no more than 25% of the 
roster for national champion¬ 
ships." 

Hughes, who intends' to 
have the training camp for 
the Mexico event at UVic. 
offered no excuses for the 
setback to Manitoba. 

"We were missing key- 
players but the reserves 
played very well and we 
didn't allow a single shot on 


'goalln the second half." he 
said. 

.Seasoned scorers John 
Leier (kidney injury) and 
Peter Zachary (flu) didn’t 
take part In the tournament 
and Vikings lost defenders 
Marv Diercks and Chris 
Gayfer, who were sent off 
during a rough semi-final 
against Laurentian Voya- 
geurs of -Sudbury. 

UVic, which had defeated 
Mount Allison 1-8 on Friday, 
came away 2-0 winners on 
Saturday. Danny Lomas and 
Stu Holroyd scaring two 
minutes apart in the second 
half. 

Lomas, who played well 
despite battling the flu. was 
named outstanding player of 


the (oumament and i mem¬ 
ber of the inaugural CIAU 
all-star team. Viking-goal¬ 
keeper Ted Van Waes was 
also named to the select side 
along with Grahtme Fisb- 
bume of Alberta Golden 
Bears, Chris Altka and Doug 
Leeles of Manitoba, Oscar 
Albuquerquo of Laurentian. 
Mike Burke or York Yeomen. 
Walmir DaSilva and Gutrica 
Nunes of McGill and Roas 
Webb and Mario Niguerio of 
Halifax St. Mary's. 

Leeles and Dave Dulko 
scored for Manitoba at 22 and 
30 minutes respectively.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Why 
do you say that diabetes that 
comes on later in life is not as 
serious as the juvenile kind?

Any diabetes is serious. I 
said diabetes that appear 
later in life tends to be milder 
in symptoms. Diabetes — at 
any age — means a failure of 
tbe c^ls of the pancreas to 
produce sufficient insulin to 
“bum up,” .so to speak, the 
sugars in the food we eat. 
Hence, the sugar build-up in 
the blood. 

The kind that develops 
later in life ("maturity 
on.set’’) represents a gradual 
deterioration of the pancreas 
cells. The pancreas goes on 
working, but at the reduced 
rate. Some Insulin is pro¬ 
duced. .so the problem can be 
controlled with diet and pills. 
About go per rent of maturity 
on.set diabetics have been 
obew. Often weight reduction 
helps considerably. 

Juvenile onset diabetes, on 
the other hand, is more sud¬ 
den and dramatic reduction 
of insulin production. This is 
a serious matter, and the pa¬ 
tient will need insulin injec¬ 
tion to stay alive and ward off 
the .serious complications 
that cjn occur. I trust this 
clears up your confusion. "The

after the start of a legal na¬ 
tional strike. 

Gordie Lambert, president 
of the St. Catharines and Dis¬ 
trict Labor Council, said tlje 
CLC made a serious error 
when It refused to back the 
postal workers because the 
federal government—if al¬ 
lowed to go unchecked— 
would systematically destroy 
all the public service unions. 

"Who's next? If we don't 
din for them, we haven't 
much hope for ourselves." 

“I think the CLC in Ottawa 
Is going to have to make a 
decision on when we are 
going to start to fight."

The congress refused to 
support the postal union be¬ 
cause it made its decision to 
fight the government without 
fully consulting CLC execu¬ 
tives, White said.

A postal union delegate 
called for the resignation of 
CLC president Dennis 
.McDermott, who wrote a let¬ 
ter to all unions affiliated 
with the 2.1-mlllion-member 
congress, saying the CLC 
could not support what it 
viewed as a suicidal confron¬ 
tation with the federal gov- 
emmenl. 

McDermott said in hLs let-' 
ter, which was read to the 
convention, that the interests 
of the entire labor movement 
had to be considered.' 

"There is no question In our 
minds that had we embarked 
on the course of action that 
CUPW were requesting, 
nothing short of a general 
strike would have sufficed.” 

Postal union spokesman 
say they did not ask for a 
general alrlke. 

The federation policy slate- 
ment avoided passing Judg¬ 
ment on the postal union's 
decision to defy the back-to- 
work law. 

In an attempt to ease hard 
feelings. the federation 
pledged support to postal 
workers "in their fight for i 
Just and equitable settle¬ 
ment.” 

The federation attacked the 
federal government as being 
"despicable, shamelessly 
dishonorable and blatantly 
opportunistic." 

Dave Jones, second vice- 
president of CUPW and one of 
nine union executives facing 
criminal charges, did not 


have an opportunity to speak 
before the vote on the policy 
stalemenl. 

He said later he hoped to 
push the federation a little 
further. 

A resolution Jones said he 
intended to present, but 
didn't have a chance to. 
would have directed leaders 
of the federation to partici¬ 
pate In a public campaign to 
restore the rights of the 
CUPW and to force the gov¬ 
ernment to end all reprisals 
against members of the 
union. 

The CUPW motion that 
didn't make it to the conven- 
lion floor called on the con¬ 
gress "to immediately mobi¬ 
lize support for any group of 
workers who undertake to 
struggle against repressive 
legista lion denying them 
theirright to strike." 

Jones and other execulives 
of CUPW have been charged 
under a Criminal Code provi¬ 
sion which makes It illegal to 
defy an act of Parliament. 
Maximum penalty, on con¬ 
viction, is two years in pris¬ 
on. 


MONTREAL (CP)—The 
Quebec Federation of Labor 
won't abide by a regulation 
for the province's coming in¬ 
dependence referendum 
which requires groups to 
campaign under tlw auspices 
of either a pro or con umbrel¬ 
la organization, according to 
QFL president Louis La- 
berge. 

In an address Monday to 
the second constitutional con¬ 
vention of the Canadian Pa- 
perworkera Union, Laberge 
said the QFL hadn't decid^ 
whsi stand to take. If any, but 
that it wouldn't be muzzled 
by the referendum law. 

“We won't belong to any 
committee.” he said. "After 
we put together all informa- 
lion possible. If we feel we 


have to take a position, and If 
we feel we can . . . we'll call 
a special convention to uke a 
position.” 

Trade union federations 
complain they would have lit¬ 
tle in common with business 
and other special-interest 
groups which would be in- 


cluded in the umbrella orga 
nizatlons. 

In a far-ranging address. 
Laberge alao offered sym¬ 
pathy lo the 23.000 inside pos 
tal workers who he said were 
forced to end their recent 
walkout by “the worst law 
I've ever seen.”

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Germany’s national card game 

Skat well-loved disease

ANAHEIM, Calif. — Near 
ly 600 card players sat under 
a big-top tent In a parking lot 
here this week — not seeming 
to notice the sweltering heat 
and unglamorous surround¬ 
ings. 

Dressed In everything from 
shorts to suits, the mostly 
(ierman-speaklng players 
downed Imported beer and 
lasually wiped away the 
sweat dripping down their 
laces before slapping down 
ihelr cards. ' 

The cause of all the deadly 
seriousness was a seemingly 
sedate. 200-year-old game 
called "skat,” Germany's na¬ 
tional card game and one 
that — both in popularity 
and strategy — is roughly 
the equivalent of bridge. 

.Skat is a three-handed 
game played with 32 cards.

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Britain reluctant, but most countries pre pared 

Continental monetary system will go ahead

BRUSSELS. Belgium — 
Moat of the countries of West¬ 
ern Europe are prepared to 
adopt a continental monetary 
system despite Britain's ap¬ 
parent reluctance to Join. 

ECONOMIC and financial 
authorities in several coun¬ 
tries have raised serious 
questions about the proposed 
system, and have received no 
clear answers, but political 
leaders are preparing to sign 
the monetary agreement 
next month at a meeting of 
beads of government in Brus¬ 
sels. The final provisions are 
now being negtkiated. 

"The technical details an 
very important but they an 
not decisive.” a top-rankiiig 
German official told a group 
of reporters this week. "It Is 
mon important to take this 
step now, while the political 
will to do It exists." f 

WEST Germany and 
Prance, the chief sponsors of 
tbe European Monetary Sys¬ 
tem, have apparently suc¬ 
ceeded in convincing all the 
European Common Market 
members except Britain to 
Join at the beginning. And 
some countries outside the 
Common Market, notably 
Norwa,v and Austria, have 
expressed Interest in asso¬ 
ciating themselves with the 
system. 

Rapid movement toward 
adopting the system has iso¬ 
lated Britain from its Com¬ 
mon Market partners and un¬ 
derscored its reputation as 
tbe least co-operative mem¬ 
ber. Ireland and Denmark, 
which have close economic 
ties to Britain and Joined the 
Common Market with her in 
1973. have decided to Join the 
older members of the com¬ 
munity in the new system. 

ROY JENKINS, the former 
British Labor Party leader 
and president of the Common 
.Market Commission, chas¬ 
tised London for trying to 
delay formation of the sys¬ 
tem and for apparently de¬ 
ciding not to Join at the begin¬ 
ning. 

Jenkins was one of the 
early proponents of the sys¬ 
tem but the firmest initiative 
came from German Chancel¬ 
lor Helmut Schmidt, support¬ 
ed by French President Va¬ 
lery Giscard d'Estaing. 

MANY observers believe 
that the German eagerness to 
get tbe system into operation 
is attributable at least in part 
to Schmidt's desire to score a 
major achievement during 
bis tenure as chairman of the 
Common Market's council of 
ministers, which ends with 
tbe year. 

But the system's sponsors 
say their goal Is the creation 
of a "zone of monetary secur¬ 
ity" in Europe. 

THEY would do this by 
linking their currencies in an 
arrangement similar to that 
alrea^ In effect among West 
Germany, Belgium, the Netb- 
eriands. Luxembourg. Den¬ 
mark and Norway, which are 
Joined in what is known as the 
European snake. 

Members of the European 
Monetary System, which 
wags are referring to as a big 
snake, or boa. would agree — 
as members of the snake 
have — on relative values for 
their currencies to one an¬ 
other. 

THE NATIONAL bank in 
each country would agree to 
defend those relative values 
against outside speculators 
who might try to drive down 
tbe value of any individual 
currency. 

Unlike tbe snake, however, 
(he new system would be sup¬

fund that could be used to 
defend the individual curren¬ 
cies. The fund could be the 
forerunner of a European 
central bank. Just as tbe sys¬ 
tem is seen by its supporters 
as the foundation for a single 
European currency. 

TOE REASON for haste in 
forming the system Is the 
concern that trade on tbe con¬ 
tinent is growing more slowly 
than world trade. The Euro¬ 
peans trade successfully with 
all parts of the world, but half 
of the Common Market mem¬ 
bers' trade is within the 
membership. 

Many experts believe that 
trade growih has been inhi¬ 
bited by wild fluctuations in 
currency values among the 
trading partners Historic¬ 
ally, countries that have 
found themselves priced out 
of the competitive market 
have reduced tbe value of 
their currencies, lowering 
export prices in the hope of 
regaining markets. 


BUT IN the five years that 
currencies have been allowed 
to float in relation to one an¬ 
other, it has been demon- 
straM that official devalua¬ 
tions have little effect in 
improving a country's ability 
to sell in foreign markets. 

In fact, only West Ger¬ 
many, the most successful 
trading nation in Western Eu¬ 
rope, has revalued Its curren¬ 
cy upward in the last several 
years. And West Germany 
has the best record for con¬ 
trolling inflation. 

TOE NEW monetary sys¬ 
tem umid be, in effect, a 
deutschemark Moc, since the 
West Gemlan mark Is clearly 
tbe strongest currency to be 
included in tbe system. 

Germany's partners in the 
new system are looking 
forward to protecting their 
currencies by tying them to 
the mark. At the same time, 
they believe the connection 
will force their own govern¬ 


ments to take more effective 
action against Inflation. 

TOE WORST combination 
for a trading nation is to have 
infigtion at the same time its 
currency Is rising in value, 
since both raise export 
prices. 

It was this combination 
that forced Sweden to leave 
the snake agreement last 
year. Stockholm ap|»rently 
is interested in Joining the 
new system some time in the 
future when its domestic 
economy regains stability. 

BELGIAN Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Henri .Simonet. speaking 
In London last week, said that 
membership in the Snake has 
required his government to 
follow a "stringent monetary 
discipline" but hpa helped re¬ 
duce inflation and keep inter¬ 
national payments In bal¬ 
ance. 

During the recent world¬ 
wide recession, be added.

ALTHOUGH Germany's 
partners think their curren¬ 
cies will be strengthened by 
tying them to the mark, ex- 
peits in Germany are fearful 
thakthe system will tend to 
import excess inflation into 
(^rmany. 

The Bundesbank, the fed¬ 
eral bank of West Germany, 
is especially concerned that if 
it has to pay out huge sums of 
marks to defend weaker cur¬ 
rencies Its policy for control¬ 
ling the mark's value will be 
undermined. If too many 
marks get Into circulation, 
the excess liquidity would 
upset the bank's careful for¬ 
mula for controlling tbe do¬ 
mestic money supply. 

TOE GERMAN experts 
also are worried that devel¬ 
opment of the new system 
might further unfiercut the 
' value of the dollar by en¬ 
couraging central banks to 


replace their dollar reserses 
with the projected European 
currency, putting eve 

Economically weaker 
members of tbe system, such 
as Italy, have insisted that 
the system cannot control 
currencies as rigidly as tbe 
European snake. Snake cur¬ 
rencies are allowed to fluctu¬ 
ate no more than 2.23 percent 
against each other. 

THE OPERATION of the 
new rate structure is one of 
the details to be worked out. 
While too loose a structure 
would not serve the system's 
purpose, too rigid a system 
would return Europe to tbe 
fixed values that prevailed 
after the Second World War 


until free-floating started in 
1973. 

Many economists insist 
that the European Monetary 
System will not work until 
each member country has 
stabilized its own economy. 
Proponents argue that the 
system will help politicians 
pul into effect economic, sta¬ 
bilization policies they might 
refuse to advocate without 
outside pressure. 

IN BRITAIN, critics have 
raised many unanswered 


questions about details. They 
fear that within the system 
they would lose their right to 
act independently and that 
the pound's value might rise 
too high and reduce exports. 

Tbe main opposition to the 
system, however, has come 
from the poHtical figures who 
opposed Britain's entry into 
(he Common Market and who 
blame the coumry's eco¬ 
nomic problems on its mem¬ 
bership in the Common Mar¬ 
ket.

Garden Notes 




Autumn bring.s t lot of stronuoas and 
tiring Jobs to tho harassed homeowner 
— raking tbe leaves, digging over va¬ 
cant ground, staking and t)ing. cleaning 
up and making everything shipshape for 
winter. Of all these fall chores. I think 
the one I detest above all others is 
cleaning out the eavestroughs. 

You can’t skimp on this job. either, 
for the efficient operation of the gutter¬ 
ing has a lot to do with the health and 
well-being of the plants and shrubs 
which live under the overhang of the 
roof. 

You can’t even pick good weather for 
the job, for there isn’t much point in 
starting work on the eavestrou^ until 
all the tree leaves are down. And by the 
time the last leaf has fluttered to tte 
ground, the weather has usually turned 
miserable, which makes t)>e operation 
that much more unpleasant. It really is 
a beast of a Job, for scraping sogg>' 
leaves and gooey mud out of tbe gutters 
with half-frozen hands while teetering 
on an unsteady ladder isn’t exactly my 
idea of fun and games. Nevertheless, It 
Is very necessary. 

If It Isn’t done, the accumulatloo of 
leaves in the troughs will choke and 
block the downspout. Then, during

heavy rains and spring thaws, the 
troughs will overflow and a regular 
Niagara of water will cascade down 
upon the beds and pianters below. This 
is a common cause of losses In bulbs and 
perennials, and I have seen many a 
foundatiaa planting af expensive ever¬ 
green shrubs kilM outlet through 
excess water at the roots. 

The troubles from clogged guttering 
isn’t all confined to the garden, either. 
In our last bouse, we had one very wet 
comer of our basement every spring 
until I discovered the cause: ’The water 
from overflowing eavestroughs was 
seeping down along the house founda¬ 
tion and up through the basement 
floor. 

Cleaning out the troughs and flushing 
out the downspouts with tbe garden hose 
put an end to the trouble

ceiving an increasing number of letters 
In recent years complaining of cracked 
foundatioas, and asking whether this 
could be caused by the roots of trees. It 
could, but in an Indirect way. Tree roots 


can heave up and crack a sidewalk or 
driveway, but it is unlikely they could 
penetrate tbe vertical walls of a bouse 
foundation. 

Many cases of cracked foundations 
are found where the surrounding soil is 
fairly heavy, with a high content of clay, 
and tbe cause of the cracking is due to 
overly dry soil, with tbe tree roots ag¬ 
gravating the loss of moisture, as wit¬ 
ness the cracks that appear in the lawn 
in dry weather. 

Ordinarily, your bouse foundation re¬ 
ceives a lot of support from the soil, but 
with tree roots pulling moisture out of 
the ground at a fanUstIc rate, the clay 
shrinks away from the concrete, and 
lacking its customary support, tbe foun¬ 
dation walls crack under tbe weight of 
the house. 

Generally speaking, it is unwise to 
plant one of the leaf-losing trees closer 
to tbe bouse than its ultimate height. 
That is, a tree which it expected to grow 
to a height of 30 feet shouldn’t be planted 
closer than 30 feet from the bouse. 
Poplars and willows are extraordinarily 
thirsty trees and are common offenders 
in this way. Tbe evergreen coniferous 
kinds are much safer and may be plant 
ed somewhat closer to the bouse.

WASHING’TON — ’The air¬ 
lines are trying to make it up 
to people who have to pay 
more for flying In coach than 
those who fly on special thrift 
rates. 

A barrage of newspaper, 
magazine and TV commer¬ 
cials are now informing us 
that tbe airlines really "re¬ 
vere" their "full-fare" pas¬ 
sengers, and are making sure 
they get treated better than 
tboM on discount fares. 

For one thing, the people 
who pay full coach fare will 
be seat^ In the middle of the 
plane Just behind those in 
first class. The discount pas¬ 
sengers will be placed in the 
rear of the craft where no one 
can see them. 

Coach passengers will have 
their own check-in lines and 
presumably first crack at the 
plane’s free magazines. 

The reason for the sudden 
decision to advertise the ad¬ 
vantages of full fare, as op¬ 
posed to discount, is that tlw 


airlines hate bad a backlash 
from businessmen who travel 
all the time and feel they’re 
being taken for a ride. No one 
likes to sit next to a person 
who has paid 3t to 40 per cent 
less to go to tbe same place 
and arrive at tbe same time. 

I believe tbe airlines will 
have to do more than Just 
seat the discount people In 
tbe back of the plane to pla¬ 
cate the people who pay full 
fare. Stronger measures 
must be taken. 

I foresee in the not too dis¬ 
tant future that, after tbe 
coach passenger has been 
seated in tbe middle of the 
plane, the discount passen¬ 
gers will be loaded on board 
in leg Irons. They will be driv¬ 
en to the back of the aircraft 
by a giant black-bearded 
man who is stripped to the 
waist and cracking a long 
whip. 

Once in the back, they will 
be shoved down on wooden 
slats and chained to tbe bulk¬ 


head. The man with the beard 
will be their steward. He will 
walk up and down the thrift 
section aisle shouting. “All 
right, you scurvy. There will 
be abMiute silence in this 
section of the plane. Anyone 
who opens his mouth will get 
a taste of tbe whip on his 
worthless tourist back. 

"Now this is the drill. Be¬ 
cause we are flying over 
water part of the time, pay 
attentlm to these safety pre¬ 
cautions. In case of the un¬ 
likely event of an emergency, 
a saw will be lowered from 
above you so that you can file 
off your leg irons and the 
chains on your wrists. There 
are emergency exits in the 
front of the plane. ’They may 
not be used umil you pay a 
surcharge of $40. 

"Once we are in the air we 
brill be serving a delicious 
meal to passengers up front, 
consisting of vichyssoise.

CRACKKKKKK!!!!!! "Take 
that you penny-pinching cur. 
No one is enlitl^ to a movie 
in discount class. Where tbe 
hell do you think you are — on 
some kind of vacation?” 
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Many years ago. Bruce Barton 
wrote a book about Jesus, called The 
Man Nobody Knows. It was a bad 
book; or. rather, a silly one, because we 
know more about Jesus from tbe Gos¬ 
pels than we do about many men 
whose biographies are completely docu¬ 
mented. 

In tbe mundane realm. Shakespeare 
is in much the same poailion. All tbe 
actual facts of his life can be written 
on one side of a single sheet of paper; 
but from the plays and poems we can 
learn a great deal about the kind of man 
he was. The Internal evidence is often 
more reliable than tbe historical. 

If every trace of Lincoln’s life svere 
lost, and only his speeches and letters 
remained, we should be able to recon¬ 
struct a quite accurate picture of bis 
personality, in all Its complexity and 
contradictions. 

Those who maintain that we know 
little about Jesus or Shakespeare be- 


cauae so much of them is based on 
"legend" or "myth" fall to appreciate 
the real importance of the legends that 
spring up about exceptional charac¬ 
ters. 

There are many legends about Nero, 
for Instance. Most of them are historic¬ 
ally false, but almost all are true to his 
corrupt spirit. No one ever Invented or 
passed along a story about Nero being 
kind to his mother or helping old ladies 
cross tbe street 

Some things simply are not said 
about certain people. The stories that 
persist about a personage are somehow 
very like him, whether or not they are 
historically true. Washington and the 
cherry tree is a made-up story; Wash¬ 
ington’s reputation for rectitude is not. 

Even when gossip about a person is 
false or malicious, the kind of gossip 
that adheres is in some real way appro¬ 
priate to the personality involved. 
Dorothy Parker never said most of the 


wittily acid things attributed to her: 
but she couM have; nobody would ever 
attribute them to Norman Vincent 
Peale. 

As a concrete example. W. C. FieMs 
never .said, "Someone who hates chil¬ 
dren and dogs can’t be altogether bad." 
but It was In character for him to say, 
and the legend has stuck. (Actually, Dr. 
Leo Rosten said H as an impromptu at a 
testimonial for Fields, and It brought 
the house down.) 

Most of the Calvin Coolidge stories 
were fabricated; so were tbe "Sam 
Goldwynisms” that flourished some 
years ago. Both the taciturnity of the 
former and the malapropisms of the lat¬ 
ter were absolutely typical of them. 
Otherwise they would have perished 
when the men did. To say we know little 
about Jesus from tbe "myths” of the 
New Testament is to ignore the psycho¬ 
logical truth deep in the heart of eveiy 
folktale.

Reds confront 
science woes 


HONG KONG (AP) - Al¬ 
though China has a shortage 
of scientists, a countrywide 
survey has found that many 
of the country's trained scien¬ 
tists and technician* are un¬ 
employed or working In unre- 
lat^ fields. such as 
purchasing pigs, 1 Peking 
newspaper says. 

"This is indeed a waste,” 
said a commentary In the 
Oct. 19 Issue of (he Peking 
Kw-angmlng Daily, which 
was seen here recently. 

It added that Chairman 
Hua Kuo-feng ordered the 
survey of scientific and tech¬ 
nical personnel as part of an 
ambitious jirogram to make 
China a modem economic 
and industrial power by the 
year 2000. 

The commentao’ did not 
give any figures but it said 
(he problem of returning sci¬ 
entists and technicians to 
their original posts “still re¬ 
mains one of the pressing 
problems on the scientific 
and technological front that 
must be quIcUy solved.” 

The months-long survey 
“shows that a portion of the 
limited number of scientists 
and technicians are not en¬ 
gaged In scientific and tech¬ 
nological work, or are In¬ 
volved In Kientific and 
technological work which 
does not require their spe¬ 
cialties.” the paper said. 

"On the one hand, there It a 
shortage of scientists and 
technlciaos (or quickening 
the pace of achlevl^ the four 


modernizations. On the other 
hand, many trained scientists 
and technicians are out of 
work or are given the wrong 
Jobs.” 

The reference to out-of- 
work sdentists and techni¬ 
cians was the second in a 
month to unemployment in 
China—a subject that has 
previously been taboo. 

The Chinese also expressed 
concern about the “consider¬ 
able obstacles” Involved in 
getting scientists back to 
scientific work and techni¬ 
cians back to technical 
work—putting primary 

blame on leaders of some 
units and departments who 
won't let them return. 

Apart from a few scientists 
and technicians in top posi¬ 
tions the survey found that 
most were working as sales 
assistants, “workers” or ad¬ 
ministrative staff. 

It noted that “many have 
special talents badly needed 
by the state, such as those 
with knowledge of mathe¬ 
matics. oceanography, nu¬ 
clear energy, meters and In¬ 
struments and civil 
engineering.” 

The paper said some tech¬ 
nicians and sclentlsla asked 
for Job transfers and some 
were assigned to other work 
because oif pressing require¬ 
ment*—but it blamed the now 
depoMd Gang of Four and 
former defence minister Lin 
Plao for causing the mass 
exodus from scieatlftc and 
technical fields

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SALISBURY (AP) - They 
(ix up old cars and appliances 
and have learned how to pro¬ 
duce practically everythinK 
on their own—from clothes 
and radios to Monopoly sets 
to tequila. 

It's a self-reliance Rhode¬ 
sians have learned since eco¬ 
nomic sanctions imposed on 
them 13 years ago with the 
aim of bringing the white mi¬ 
nority government to its 
knees. 

Instead, the United Na- 
tiims-imposed sanctions have 
niade this small country 
aniong the most self-suffi¬ 
cient and thrifty in the world 
tthlte Rhodesians have not 
only survived, but thrived. 

Not that sanctions have 
I losed off all imports. A sym 
pathetic South Airica has left 
the door open to oil and other 
essential products. But the 
sanctions curtailed exports 
and foreign loans, forcing

stringent controls on the use 
of foreign currencies. 

Gasoline Is tightly rationed 
and foreign currency is in¬ 
creasingly channeM into 
arms rather than consumer 
goods. But even with the 
guerrilla war now costing $1 
million a day and forcing the 
closure of many firms, the 
major cities of Rhodesia have 
most of life's necessities and 
some of its iuxiries. 

In fact, I^hodesians' ability 
to improvise is nowhere more 
evident than in the defence 
industries, with local firms 
producing armaments rang¬ 
ing from copies of Israel's 
Vri submachine gun to a 
fearsome anti-ambush vehi¬ 
cle called the Cougar. 

"Sanctions are the be.st 
thing that ever happened td^ 
us." said gg-year-old Matem 


Kombol. a Yugoslav-Rhode- 
siaa, standing over vintage, 
round-tubed television sets be 
repairs and rents out at his 
small iialisbuiy shop. 

Amqpg his jobs Is to open 
and repair TV tubes on anti¬ 
quated sets, because there 
aren't any spare parts. 

Across the street. Paula 
Niehaus and Greg Desimone 
revive battered washing ma¬ 
chines and vacuum cleaners. 
No new ones have been Im¬ 
ported in five years, although 
parts still arrive from South 
Africa. 

"We’ve achieved more In 
It yean under sanctions than 
in iO before.” says Desimone. 
He admits, however, he 
sometimes hankers after a 
Japanese-made stereo to re¬ 
place his locally produced hi- 
fi. 


Throughout the city, scores 
of shops advertise. "We Sell 
and Buy Everything"—and 
do. from odd cups and sau- 
cen to aging electric teaket¬ 
tles. 

In liquor stores, bottles 
marked whisky, brandy and 
even tequila contain spirits 
made from cane and inge¬ 
nious flavorings. The Mo¬ 
nopoly game, pirated from 
the famed original was al¬ 
tered to replace American 
place names with Rhodesian 
ones, and quickly snld out as 
a colleclor's Item. 

"Sanctions helped us enor¬ 
mously to manufacture, ropy 
and improvise." said Jimmy 
A. C. Girdlestone. an econo¬ 
mist with the Association of 
Rhodesian Industries. 

He said that being branded 
illegal by the world freed 


Rhodesia from Ihg con¬ 
straints of international pa¬ 
tents. 

"We learned by borrowing 
and stealing." he said. "Since 
we're illegal anyway, they 
couldn't take us to court for 
copying. We did it because we 
were desperate and because 
the world couldn't do any¬ 
thing about it."

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Antacids a hazard for moms-to-be, says journal 


OTTAWA (CP) • PregmM women 
who frequently use antacids such as 
Turns or Alka Seltzer ntay be risking 
unknown side affects on their unborn 
babies, says the Canadian Pbarmaceu- 
ticaf Journal. 

"Antacids are one of the most widely 
used classes of non-prescription drugs 


In pregnancy; 35 to 60 per cent of all 
women take an antacid at some time in 
the course of their pregnancy,” says a 
report in the Journal's October Issue. 

The study was prepared (or the Toron¬ 
to General Hospital by a graduating 
pharmacist. 

Although little esidence Is available 


about side affects on the developing 
fetus, pregnant women should not use 
any kind of drug, even an antacid, with¬ 
out consulting their physicians. Dr. 
Peter Barwin. an Ottawa gynecologist 
and obstetrician, said Friday. 

Most antacids are not tesM for effec¬ 
tiveness under conditions known as 


"heartburn of pregnancy,” a discom¬ 
fort associated with the increasing size 
of the womb, the report said. 

And constant use of sodium bicarbon¬ 
ates. suck as Eno and Alka Seltzer, may 
be dangerous especially for pregnant 
women arith a high calcium intake or 
those Inclined to high bleod pressure 


and excessive weight gain, the report 
said. 

Calcium bicarbonates. suCh as Turns. 
Camalox and Duatrol. may also prove 
dangerous. 

"Since many pregnant women ... may 
suffer from nausea or constipation, and 
since calcium carbonate's side effects 


are severe enough for it not to be re¬ 
commended for chronic therapy in any 
patient, it is prudent to suggest that 
calcium carbonate not be used in preg- 
nancy as a general rule." the report 
said.

Egyptian monks claim bones those of the prophet 


CAIRO (UPl) — A Cairo newspaper said 
Monday its reporter has seen a coffin at an 
ancient Coptic Christian desert monastery 
which is beiieved by monks to contain the 
remains of St. John the Baptist, the Chris¬ 
tian prophet who was beheaded by Kinji 
Herod in ancient Palestine. 


The newspaper Al Ahram said the pur¬ 
ported remains of the saint who baptized 
Christ and declared his divinity are in a 
heavy wooden mffin buried In a cave below 


an old church in the 1,1100-year-old St. Makar 
monastery. 

In a followup story today, Al Abram 
said the coffin.was closed but was one of two 
in the cave. The other was opened In its 
reporter's presence, revealing a body with a 
head attached. 

The monks said they believe the open 
coffin may contain the remains of Eli¬ 
sha, a little known prophet who the Old 
Testament says was named by Elijah as his 
successor. 


The story said the reporter asked that the 
second coffin also be opened, but the monks 
said.tbey could not do so without permission 
from thieir superior, the Rev. "Matta the 
Poor,'* who was bedridden. 


In any case, the monks said they believe 
that coffin contains the remains of John. 

The story described the remains In the 
open coffin: 

“In the glow of a candle, the face looked 
kind. It was neither old nor young. The 


hair was more black than white. The eyes 
were closed, as If he were asleep. The 
beard, with Its Mack and white hairs, was 
long ... The hands were folded on his 
chest, and the body was reclining on its right 
side."

Hassan 
also said Carter had pro¬ 
mised secretly that the West 
Bank of the Jordan River and 
the Gaza Strip would be made 
independent in the future. 

"Certainly, that is the con¬ 
text of my trip to the United 
States," Hassan said in the 
interview. 

"If President Carter hadn't 
assured ua that Jerusalem 
would be returned to the 
Arabs, as we are the guard¬ 
ians in the name of the Chris¬ 
tians as well as the Moslems, 
if he hadn't reassured the 
Arabs on the fate of the Pa¬ 
lestinians, my trip might, 
well, it might happen but in a 
very different context, or it 
might have had to be post¬ 
poned.”

Oil-rich Saudi Arabia Is looking for an astronomical 
observatory. 

It won't be Just any observatory, but will contain the 
world's best telescope, and thus the world's most 
expensive. 

No one—except perhaps King Kbalid, who beads the 
Saudi cabinet—knows when the project will begin, 
but the scientists and technicians at the Dominion 
Astrophyslcal Observatory on Ultle Saanich Moun 
tain have been working to make sure they get a crack 
at bidding on the Job when it does. 

The Victorians feel coofideot they have an excellent 
chance of getting In on the ground floor of the 
multimillion-dollar project because they already 
have the facilities and experience for grinding large 
telescopic mirrors. 

That experience was gained during the grinding of 
a 12-fool (S.«75 metre) piece of ceramic material for 
the Canada-France-Hawaii telescope, nearing com¬ 
pletion atop 14,00»-foot Mount Mauna Kea in Hawaii. 
The Job took four years and precision Involving 
microns, which are units of length less than a 
millionth of an inch. 

The observatory's efforts at extending the range of 
the 73-inch telescope on Little Saanich Mountain and 
at improving spectrographic equipment and tech¬ 
niques have also woo world acclaim among astron¬ 
omers. 

Sidney van den Bergh, the observatory director, said 
Monday a top-level Saudi delegation had visited the 
observatory here recently and were made aware of 
Its capabilities. 

"We would certainly like to get some export contracts 
in view of the Canadian (Mlar's position." he said. 

Van den Bergh was asked about reports that the 
Saudis were planning to build a telescope that would 
use a number of mirrors in a dish shape to give it an 
effective light-catching width of about 3$ metres 
(yards)—five times larger than the largest tele¬ 
scope in the world. 

"My impression U that they (the SaudU) are (airly 
conservative and they would probably want to start 
out building a (airly conventional telescope, with a 
mirror four to five metres (yards) In diameter,-" he- 
said. 

The largest existing telescope is the six-metre (236,2- 
Inch) Mount Semirodriki telescope in the U.S.S.R. 

Van den Bergh said It was still possible, however, that 
the ^udis might want to build a telescope in the 30- 
metre range as a subsequent ptiase of their astro¬ 
nomical research.

Radiotelephone reports from refugee 
leaders aboard the H»I Hong indicated the 
situation aboard the ship anchored near 
Port Klang, about 20 milM west of Kuala 
Lumpur, was reaching a desperate point. 

The refugees said they bad run out of 
water and food and medical supplies were 
almost exhausted. 

Malaysian police disputed this, saying 


adequate supplies were aboard and that the 
refugees were seeking to evoke sympathy. 
But police sources said santitation aboard 
the “sardine-packed" ship “loft much to be 
desired.” 

UN officials, who earlier said they su¬ 
spected the Vietnamese were picked up by 
racketeers paid to transport refugees, Mon¬ 
day said they now believed the 1.230 chil¬ 
dren, 123 old people. 620 women and 4M men 
were legitimate refugees. 

The UN officials appealed to the Malay¬ 
sian government to gnnt them temporary' 
asylum. Malaysia already has more than 
23,000 Vietnamese refugees in camps and 
has said It cannot handle more.

NEW YORK (CP) — A man identified as a deputy press 
aide Ui the Shah of Iran claims that, if the shah is over 
throsrn. Western governments plan to Intervene in the 
country, CBS-TV news reported Monday. 

Sla Zand, 37, who is s^lng political asylum in Britain 
after six years as deputy press aide to the shah, claimed in 
an interview from London the existence of “a contingency 
plan that has been prepared by the CIA (U.S. Ontral 
Intelligence Agency)." 

He said: “Among the Iranian officers who have been 
sent to the United States Jor military training . . . certain 
people were chosen for suck a contingency plan that should 
the shah be toppled or should there be a n^ to topple him. 
these officers will take over.” 

CIA spokesman Lavon Strong in Washington refused to 
comment on the report. 

A CBS spokesman, who did not want to be Identified, 
said Zand did not offer any documentation of his charges. 

In Its report, broadcast Monday night. CBS said Zand 
told it that It was common knowledge In Iranian government 
circles “that the shah regularly ordered or approved the 
arrest, torture and even the killing of political dissidents, 
while turning a blind eye to widespread royal family and 
government corruption" 

Zand alsoclaimed U.S. and British Joumalists were paid 
to write favorable articles about the shah and Iran. He did 
not identify any of the writers but said tbeir names would be 
disclosed later.

Twisted knee stops 
Kahl in his tracks

A twisted knee has forced Esquimau 
MLA Lyle Kahl to abandon plans to walk 
tbe 13P-mlle (22t-kilometre) length of tbe 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway line 
before Wednesday. 

Kahl started at Parksville last Thurs¬ 
day and bad hoped to finish tonight, in 
time to present a brief Wednesday to 
the Canadian Transport Commission's 
hearing of an appeal against its decision 
to permit Canadian Pacific Railway to 
abandon passenger service on tbe line 
Dec. LT. 

However, he twisted his knee on a 
croe4le while walking the rails north of 
Oemalaus alone in tbe dark Sunday 
night, and tbe condition worsened Mon- 
day. 

“I was making about St miles a day 
until that happen^," be said. “But Mon¬ 
day 1 only made 11 miles In nine hours so 
I thoudt I'd better see a doctor." 

Kahl said be intends to complete the 
fUial 47 miles (71 kilometres) of his trip 
from Just south of Chemalnus to Victoria 
after bis leg gets better. 

“I've found tt fascinating,” be said. 
“It's just Uke another world out on tbe 
line. The scenery it really something 
else.” 

Tbe 3P-year-old MLA added he bad 


another reason for cutting short hit 
trek. 

“I've come across some new informa¬ 
tion during my walk," he said. 

He said he had discovered that the line 
from (tourtenay to Parksville Is in need 
of repairs, while from Parksville south H 
has all been recently re-laid. 

(The newer seetto of line was far 
mote difficult to walk than the old, he 
said, because of tbe different grade of 
gravel and tbe height of tbe ties.) 

“I've got some more comments to 
make abrat tbe sub-standard conditiona 
^ tbe stations, along with tome other 
ideas on bow to increase passenger 
usage on the line. 

“I must have walked over at least a 
dozen streams in which salmon were 
spawning and I think a case could be 
make for a fishermen's or naturalists' 
excursion. 

“Also, I passed four or five golf 
courses and there could be a golfers' tour 
on the line, too,” he said. 

“It has just so many possibilities" 

Kahl said one of his most memorable 
experiences occurred Sunday night 
when he stood on a trestle bridge about 
IM feet above a stream in tbe moonlight 
and beard tbe slapping of a spawning 
salmon’s tall in tbe water far below.

School budget 
up $1 million 
over this year

PORT ALBERNI — The provincial government bud¬ 
get for School District 70 for 1070 was tabm at this week's 
school board meeting and shows an increase for next 
year of over $1 million from 1978. 

Tbe Instruction account alone, which includes teach¬ 
ers’ salaries and other teaching expenses, is up over $1 
mlUion In itself, going from SlO.SdO.OOt to 111.010,10 for an 
increase in excess of 10 per cent. 

There are four fewer teachers on tbe district staff than 
last year. 

No other item of tbe budget other than principal and In¬ 
terest payments on the debt servicing account are less 
than last year. 

NONE OF THE TRUSTEES on the board had any com¬ 
ment on tbe budget as it wu tabled. It Is of course not a final 
budget, but historically the final budget figures are seldom 
less than tbe provincial figures. 

la other busing, the trustees were advised In a letter 
from the (hnadian Union of Public Employees, local 727, 
which represents all non-teaching staff in the district, 
that the union was conducting a strike vote on Monday No¬ 
vember A 

Secretary-treasurer John Wright told the board that he 
understood that tbe vote had been taken and showed 81 for 
and 32 against strike action. 

Trustee Jim Spencer, chairman of the personnel com¬ 
mittee for the board, said that the union's insistence on 
confidentiality In the negotiation for the new contract, 
to become effective Jan. 1 of next year, had been breached 
by the action. 

“Negotiations are just nicely started.” he uid, and here 
they are taking a strlka vote. No one, maybe not even the 
members, will know what tbe strike vote is all about at this 
stage of the game. I never beard of taking a strike vote 
until negotiations have broken down. This makes their 
insisting on confidentiality look ludicrous.” 

CHAIRMAN JUNE KEARNEY said it was obviously a 
tactical negotiating move on the part of tbe union and tlut 
“nothing Is to be gained by discussing H any further at 
this point.” 

On later questioning from the press, Spencer said that 
as far as he was concerned, the motive of the union In 
taking such a vote was merely “to add clout to their side 
of the negotiations.” 

In another union-related matter, trustee Bob Hoadley 
made a motion that funda be made available In the new 
budget to subsidise the provincial grant that might be 
made available next year to hire students for tbe sum¬ 
mer. 

“The union has Indicated that it would be willing to 
negotiate a rate for summer students, and I feel we should 
be In something of a flexible position to do so,” Hoadley 
explained in making Us motion. He suggested that $109,090 
should be sufficient. 

Trustee John Langmead suggested that if the students 
would have to become members of the union, they would 
have to be paid a substantially higher rate. 

“NOT NECESSARILY,” Wright replied. "We can only 
pay what the province indicates in making the grant That 
was made clear to us last year.” 

Trustee Gillian Trumper insisted that the total paid to 
students should not exce^ the amount of tbe provincial 
grant. 

“It might be very well to negotiate a rate with tbe 
union, but we should only pay what the government grant 
covers,” she said. 

(Tuirman Kearney said that she would vote for an 
added service such as tbe students might perform If she 
felt it were needed, but that the would be “darned if I 
would put extra money in tbe budget simply to Ure sum¬ 
mer students.” 

Hoadley't motion was defeated by an almost unani¬ 
mous vote. 

Finally, tbe trustees were divided on the question of 
what constitutes junk food. 

On request of the board, a survey has been completed 
on what food is told in al\ the district schools, either in 
cafeterias or by vending machine. 

In looking over the list, the trustees disagreed upon 
which of the Items they would term “Junk.” 

After some discussioii, tbe administration suggested 
that tbe chef at the Aiberni District high school and sev¬ 
eral home economics teachers had indicated they were 
agreeable to meet with tbe board and discuss the whole 
matter. 

A motion to meet with tbe school staff was then 
passed.

New York YRukees signed 
free igent pitcher Luis ‘nsnt 
to R two-year contract Mon¬ 
day. the American League 
baseball team announced. 

The veteran hurler, a long¬ 
time mainstay of the Boston 
Red Sox staff, thus becomes 
the first player in major 
league baseball's 1878 re¬ 
entry draft to reach contract 
terms with a new team. 

Meanwhile, pitcher Larry 
Gura, the first free agent 
claimed by the maximum 11 
clubs In the draft, decided to 
stay with Kansas City Royals 
and signed a five-year con¬ 
tract with the club. 

Because of bis age, Tiant. 
who will be 38 later this 
month, was virtually Ignored 
in the Nov. 3 draft, selected 
only by the Yankees in the 
eighth round. 

With only one team select¬ 
ing him, Tiant was declared 
available for negotlatioos 
with all 28 major league 
clubs, including the Red Sox, 
who had balked at giving him 
anything more than a one- 
year contract. 

The veteran right-hander 
claimed the Red Sox forced 
him Into the free agent mar¬ 
ket. 

“They made me go, the 
way they treated me,” he 
said. “It wasn’t fair all I did 
for that team. But they didn’t 
care.” 

’’They shouldn’t have let 
me go to the draft,” Tiant 
said. “They would only give 
me one year. I’m only looking 
out for No. 1—and that’s 
me.” 

Tiant pitched in 32 games 
for Boston last season and 
bad a pair of two-hitters in¬ 
cluding a 3-t shutout of To¬ 
ronto Blue Jays on the final 
game of the season which en¬ 
abled the Red Sox to tie New 
York for the American 
League East Dtvisloo cham¬ 
pionship and force a playoff 
for the title. 

Tiant had 22 career vic¬ 
tories against the Yankees 
tying him with Jim Palmer of 
Baltimore Orioles as the top 
winner against New York 
among active American 
League pitchers. 

Last season, pitching for 
Bosttm, Tiant compiled a 13-8 
record with a 1.31 eamed-run 
average and pushed his ca¬ 
reer record to 204-148 since 
coming to the majors srith 
Cleveland Indians in 1904. 

The colorful right-hander 
with the drooping moustache 
and herky-Je^y motion was 


a Fenway Park favorite after 
the Red Sox signed him as a 
free agent In 1971. 

-He had been traded by 
Cleveland to Minnesota in 
1970 and then was released by 
the Twins, who thought be 
was washed up. He failed a 
tryout with Atlanta Braves 
but then was rescued by the 
Red Sox and played a major 
role in Boston’s American 
League championship in 
1975. 

For the Yankees, the sign¬ 
ing of Tiant marks a return to 
their favorite marketplace. 
Previously, New York has 
dipped into the free agent 
auction lo sign pitchers Jim 
(Catfish) Hunter, Don Gul¬ 
let!, Rich Gossage and Rawly 
Eastwiek and alugger Reggie 
Jackson. 

All except Eastwiek have 
made significant contribu¬ 
tions to three straight Ameri¬ 
can League pennants and two 
straight World Series ebam- 
pionships for New York.

Egyptian monks claim bones those of the prophet 


CAIRO fUPI) — A Cairo newspaper said 
Monday its reporter has seen a coffin at an 
ancient Coptic Christian desert monastery 
which is believed by monks to contain the 
remains of St. John the Baptist, the Chiis- 
lian prophet who was beheaded by King 
Herod in ancient Palestine. 

The newspaper Al Ahram said the pur¬ 
ported remains of the saint who baptized 
Christ and declared his divinity ate in a 
heavy wooden coffin buried in a cave below 


an old church in the l.MO-year-old St. Makar 
monastery. 

In a followup story today, Al Ahram 
said the coffin was cloe^ but was one of two 
in the cave. The other was opened in its 
reporter's presence, revealing a body with a 
head attached. 

The monks said they believe the open 
coffin may contain the remains of Eli¬ 
sha. a little known prophet who the Old 
Testament says was named by Elijah as his 
successor. 


The story said the reporter asked that the 
second coffin also be opened, but the monks 
said they could not do so without permission 
from their superior, the Rev. “Matte the 
Poor," who was bedridden. 

In any case, the monks said they believe 
that coffin eontaina the remains of John. 

The story described the remains in the 
open coffin: 

"In the glow of a candle, the face looked 
kind. It was neither old nor young. The 


hair was more black than white. The eyes 
were closed, as If be were asleep. The 
beard, sdth its black and white hairs, was 
long ... The hands were folded on his 
chest, and the body was reclining on Its right 
side.'" 

Patriarch Shenudah III of Egypt's Coptic 
Orthodox Church estabiisbed a committee of 
Egyptologists, archeologists and Bible ex¬ 
perts to investigate the find.

Hassan 
also said Carter had pro¬ 
mised secretly that the West 
Bank of the Jordan River and 
the Gaza Strip would be made 
independent in the future. 

“If President Carter hadn't 
assured ns that Jerusalem 
would be returned to ,the 
Arabs, as we are the guard¬ 
ians in the name of the Chris¬ 
tians as well as the Moslems. 
If he hadn't reassured the 
Arabs on the fate of the Pa¬ 
lestinians, my trip might, 
well, it migbt happen but in a 
very different context, or it 
might have had to be post- 
poned."

UN blocked in bid 
to help refugees 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (UPI) -- 
Authorities Monday refused a UN appeal to 
send supplies to more than 2,S0a unwanted 
Vietnamese refugees held as virtual prison¬ 
ers aboard a disabled coastal freighter off 
the Malaysian coast. 

Police have ordered the Indonesian skip¬ 
per of the l.SOO-ton freighter Hai Hong to 
weigh anchor and take hU passengers else¬ 
where as soon as repairs are made to the 
ship's engine. 

Radiotelephone reports from refugee 
leaders aboard the Hai Hong indicated the 
situation aboard the ship anchored near 
, Port Klang, about 20 milm west of Kuala 
Lumpur, was reaching a desperate point. 

The refugees said they had run out of 
water and food and medical supplies were 
almost exhausted. 

Malaysian police disputed this, saying 


adequate supplies were aboard and that the 
refugees were seeking to evoke sympathy 
But police sources said santltation aboa^ 
the “sardine-packed" ship "left much to be 
desired." 

UN officials, who earlier said they su¬ 
spected the Vietnamese were picked up by 
racketeers paid to transport refugees, Mon¬ 
day said they now believed the I,2S0 chil¬ 
dren. 126 old people. 620 women and 4M men 
were legitimate refugees. 

The IJN officials appealed to the Malay¬ 
sian government to grant them temporary 
qsylura. Malaysia already bat more than 
26,000 VieUiamase refugees in camps and 
has said It cannot handle more. 

R. Sampatkumar, regional representative 
tor the UN high commissioner for refu¬ 
gees, was prevented by police from sending 
food supplies to the Hai Hong despite having 
made prior arrangements.

F-a-a-r out! 
Saudis here 
for big gaze

Oil-rich Saudi Arabia is looking for an astronopilcti 
observatory. 

It won't be just any observatory, but will contain the 
world's best telescope, and thus the world's most 
expensive. 

No one—except perhaps King Kbalid. who heads the 
Saudi cabinet—knows when the project will begin, 
but the scientists and technicians al the Dominion 
Asirophysical Observatory on Little Saanich Moun¬ 
tain have been working to make sure they get a crack 
at bidding on the job when It does. 

The Victorians (eel confident they have an excellent 
chance of getting in on the ground floor of the 
multimillion-dollar project because they already 
have the facilities and experience for grinding large 
telescopic mirrors. 

That experience was gained during the grinding of 
a 12-foot (3.676 metre) piece of ceramic material for 
the Canada-France-Hawaii telescope, nearing com¬ 
pletion atop M.OOO-foot Mount Mauna Kea in Hawaii. 
The job look (our years and precision involving 
microns, which are units of length less than a 
millionth of an inch. 

The observatory's efforts al extending the range of 
the 72-inch teincbpe on Little Saanich Mountain and 
al improving specirographic equipment and tech¬ 
niques have also won world acclaim among astron¬ 
omers. 

Sidney van den Bergh, the observatory director, said 
Monday a top-level Saudi delegation had visited the 
obsenatory here recently and were made aware of 
its capabilities. 

“We would certainly like to get some export contracts 
in view of the Canadian dollar's position." he said. 

Van den Bergh was asked about reports that the 
Saudis were planning to build a telescope that would 
use a number of mirrors in a dish shape to give it an 
effective light-catching width of about 30 metres 
(yards)—five times larger than the largest tele¬ 
scope in the world. 

"My Impression is that they (the Saudis) are fairly 
conservative and they would probably want to start 
out building a (airly conventional telescope, with a 
mirror four to five metres (yards) in diameter.” he 
said. 

The largest existing telescope Is the six-metre (236.2- 
inch) Mount Semirodriki telescope In the U.S.S.R 

Van den Bergh said it was still possible, however, that 
the Saudis might want to build o telescope in the 30- 
melre range as a subsequent ^ase of their astro¬ 
nomical research.

—shah aide

NEW YORK (CP) — A man identified as a deputy press 
aide to the Shah of Iran claims that, if the shah is over¬ 
thrown, Western governments plan to intervene in the 
country, CBS-TV news reported Monday. 

Sia Zand. 37, who Is seeking political asylum in Britain, 
after six years as deputy press aide to the shah, claimed in 
an interview from London the existence of “a contingency 
plan that has been prepared by the CIA (U.S. Central 
intelligence Agency)" 

He said: “Among the Iranian officers who have been 
sent to the United States (or military training . . . certain 
people were chosen (or such a contingency plan that should 
the shah be toppled or should there be a need to topple him. 
these officers will take over." 

CIA spokesman Lavon Strong In Washington refused to 
comment on the report. 

A CBS spokesman, who did not want to be identified, 
said Zand did not offer any documentation of his charges. 

In its report, broadcast Monday night. CBS said Zand 
told it that it was common knowledge in Iranian government 
circles “that the shah regularly ordered or approved the 
arrest, torture and even the killing of political dissidents, 
while turning a blind eye to widespread royal family and 
government corruption." 

Zand also claimed U.S. and British journalists were paid 
to write favorable articles about the shah and Iran. He did 
not identify any of thovriters but said their names would be 
disclosed later. 

CBS correspondent Bob McNamara said Zand “impli¬ 
cated in the payoff Kheme Iran's ambassador to the United 
States, Ardasbir Zahedi."

Aid, Ian Casa, a suppsrter of putting the centroverslal 
question before the peo^, agreW It might not resolve 
any problems, “but we’ve been castigated for not seek¬ 
ing publtdsopinion on Important issues.” 

Donald Smith, a supporter of Industrial expansion at 
Royal Oak, said the question should not go to the public 
and “thp referendum Is a waste of time." 

Blenkinsop Valley property owner Harry Tyson argued 
that the question was one for council to decide, "not shrug 
off Its respousibillty on the voter.” 

Irene Block urged the audience of I4t at Claremont se¬ 
nior high school to soundly (^feat the referendum be¬ 
cause no neighborhood had a right to force its views on 
another part of the community. 

Semi-retired buslnesaman Robert Bowcott said be 
would work toward expanding Saanich’s tax base by voting 
for light Industrial devslopinent In selected zones. 

Former aldennan Sandy Noel was the only candidate 
who didn’t respond to the question. He also shied away 
from the industrial development issue when outlining his 
platform.

Twisted knee stops 
Kahl in his tracks

A twisted knee has forced Esquimau 
MLA Lyle Kahl to abandon plans to walk 
the 18(-mlle (224-kllometre) length of the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway line 
before Wednesday. 

Kahl started at Parksville last Thurs¬ 
day and had hoped to finish tonight, in 
time to present a brief Wednesday to 
the Canadian Transport Commission's 
hearing of an appeal against Its decision 
to permit Canadian Pacific Railway to 
abandon paswnger service on the line 
Dec. 18. 

However, he twisted his knee on a 
crosstie while walking the rails north of 
Chemainus alone in the dark Sunday 
night, and the condition worsened Mon- 
<*8y. 

"I was making about 38 miles a day 
until that happened,” he said. "But Mon¬ 
day 1 only made 18 miles Ui nine hours so 
I thought I’d better tee a doctorT' 

Kahl said be Intends to complete the 
final 47 miles (78 kilometres) <rf bis trip 
from just south of Chemainus to Victoria 
after his leg gets better. 

"I’ve found it fascinating,” he said. 
“It’s just like another world out on the 
line. The scenery is really something 
else.” 

The 8(-year-old MLA added be had 


another reason (or cutting short his 
trek. 

“I've come across some new informa¬ 
tion during my walk,” he said. 

He said he had discovered that the line 
from Courtenay to Parksville is in need 
of repairs, while from Parksville south It 
has all been recently re-laid. 

(The newer section of line was far 
more difficult to waUi than the old, he 
said, because of the different grade of 
gravel and the height of the ties.) 

“I've got some more comments to 
make about the sub-standard conditions 
of the stations, along with some other 
ideas on how to increase passenger 
usage on the line. 

“I must have waUted over at least a 
dozen streams in which salmon were 
spawning and I think a case could be 
make (or a fHtaermen’s or naturalists' 
excursion. 

“Also, I passed (our or five golf 
courses and there could be a golfers’ tour 
on the line, too,” he said. 

“It has just so many possibilities.” 

Kahl said one of Ua moat memorable 
experiences occurred Sunday night 
when he stood on a trestle bridge alml 
108 feet above a stream In the moonlight 
and heard the slapping of a spawning 
salmon's tail in the water far below. 

“I saw bear tracks, too, on the frost on 
the ties in the early moraing.” 


A motion to chop 1200,000 from the budget 
because the board will be closing down 
some of its space next September also went 
down to defeat.

The pre-negotiatioo$ ritual 
dance is underway again on 
the municipal front. 

Only this year there's a bit 
of a switch. 

The dance partners have 
reversed roles with the 
Greater Victoria Labor Rela¬ 
tions Association doing.the 
leading. 

The GVLRA has accused 
the Joint Negotiating Com¬ 
mittee (or five locals of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employee* of “deliberately 
stalling.” and hat asked the 
Labor Relations Board to 
appiy the necetsar;’ 
pressure. 

In return, a spokesman for 
the JNC says it’s hard to turn 
the attention to a new con¬ 
tract when there’s still im¬ 
portant business to attend to 
with the current agreement 
—in spite of the fact that It 
has almost run out. He also 
suggest* the GVLRA may 
have ideas about locking 
municipal employees out on 
Jan. 1. the day after the cur¬ 
rent agreement expires. 

“It make* you wonder if 
Mr. Anaheim (GVLRA chief 
negotiator Carl Anaheim) is 
really serious. Maybe they 
have a lockout Jan. I in 
mind.” says Jim Walker, 
JNC spokesman and presi¬ 
dent of the CUPE local co¬ 
vering Victoria's outside city 
workers. 

"Our agreement has COLA 
(coot-of-living allowance) 
kicking in-Jan. 1. That could 
be put off with a legal strike 
or iMkout. And with the cost- 
of-living the way it Is right 
now. the money concerned 
would amount to about $1 
millioo.” 

Walker concedes that 
GVLRA has stolen the early 
thunder from the union this 
time. 

"This is the first time 
they’ve moved to open nego¬ 
tiations—that they've sent us 
a letter. We have always 
been tbe ones to open nego¬ 
tiations.” 

in a letter to all employers 
and GVLRA representatives. 
Anshelm said his office had 
received no response from 
the JNC to a written request 
Oct. 8 for an opening of ne¬ 
gotiations. Sub^uent con¬ 
versations with a JNC 
spokesman had led to the st¬ 
atement that the JNC 
wouldn't be meeting until this 
Wednesday to consider pro¬ 
posals. be said.

In addition to Victoria out¬ 
side workers, locals under 
the JNC umbrella include 
Saanich, inside and outside 
Greater Victoria School 
Board employees, and Esqui¬ 
mau. The Oak Bay local has 
merged with Saanich since 
the last set of talks. 


The GVLRA appeal to the 
Labor Relation Board will 
add to one initiated earlier by 
the JNC, which wants the 
board to order re opening of 
the 1(78 agreement.

Failure to reach an agreement by midnight Wednes¬ 
day means.any outstanding items will be sent to binding 
arbitration. 

Saanich teachers have already voted down a six per 
cent increase offered by the Saanich school board. Saan¬ 
ich Teachers’ Association negotiating chairman Dennis 
Horn said Monday. Negotiations have broken off because 
the two sides seem quite far apart, but another meeting 
with the school board is planned Wednesday. 

In Sooke, which has avoided arbitration (or the last two 
years, both sides are still quite far apart, Sooke Teach¬ 
ers’ Association president Roald Peness said. A meeting 
among the teachers, the school board, and a concilia¬ 
tor Is planned (or Wednesday. 

Greater Victoria Teachers’ Association president Tre¬ 
vor Calkins said district teachers will vote on a school board 
offer on Wednesday afternoon.

Highway switch 
to sodium lights 


Fogbound motorists and 
the light-polluted vision of as¬ 
tronomers will both benqflt 
from a lighting conversion 
program planned by tbe 
highways ministry. 

Highways Minister Alex 
Fraser has announced that 
over the next two years, 210 
lighting fixtures will be 
changed between Haliburton 
Road and the Swartz Bay 
ferry terminal from 48(-watt 
mercury vapor lamps to 180- 
watt high-pressure sodium 
lamps. 

The coat of conversion will 
be about $18.(00. 

' Fraser said the change is 
partly in response to com¬ 
plaints from astronomers at 
the observatory that the mer¬ 
cury vapor lamps hamper 
their observations, and part¬ 
ly because the new lamps 
will save energy. 

Highways engineers say 
the sodium li^ts provide 
equal or better visibility on 
average nights and superior 


visibility on misty or foggy 
nights. 

Sidney van den Bergh, 
director of the Dominion As- 
tropbyslcal Observatory on 
Little Saanich Mountain, said 
Monday he was pleased about 
the change, although he felt 
the changeover was partly 
due to the (act the new lamps 
would be cheaper to operate. 

Led by Dr. David Cramp- 
ton, the observatory has been 
pressing local governments 
and the highways ministry 
(or several years to change 
over to tbe lower-wattage 
lamps because of light pollu¬ 
tion. 

Van den Bergh explained 
that mercury vapor lamps 
emit an extremely stro^ 
ultraviolet light at the same 
frequency as that of stron¬ 
tium, a key element In spec¬ 
troscopic analysis of stars. 

Since ultraviolet light Is in¬ 
visible to the naked eye. there 
is little point In expending 
energy in creating it.

It won’t happen (or at least another 1( years but 
when it does. It will be tbe biggest opportunity to alter 
the course of tbe city’s future devei^ment since the 
great and-hlghrisc movement of the early 1(70*. 

IT WILL INVOLVE ridding the city of what many 
consider a festering tore, tbe thi^storey (ram* apartment 
buildings. 

The recycle proceu will begin in about 1( years and 
within 2( years, most of them will have been replaced 
by what municipal official* hope will be better hous- 
Ing 

Tbs process isn't dictatsd by the natural doclinc of 


the bulldlAgs. but by cold and hard economics. It will be 
cheaper for (he owners to tear them down and replace 
them with something better than to hang on to them or 
tell them. 

THE 1HBEE-STOBEY frame apartments owe their 
existence to the bousing shortage in tbe early 78*. To 
stimulate tbe ccastructloo of affoi^ble housing, tbe federal 
government offered incentives to prospectlvre developers. 

Owners of three-storey frame apartments were al¬ 
lowed to write off IS per cent a year against their 
Income. 

The market responded enthusiutically. Tbe "cheap and 
nasties,” at tome city officials refer to thm, sprang up like 
muahroomt. 

DEVELOPERS COULDN'T build them fast enough to 
satlaly the demand from doctors, lawyers tod other blgh-ln- 
come groups who were looking for tax writeoffs. 

And because of the acute bousing sbortage, munici¬ 


palities had no option but to play ball with tbe two senior 
levels of government which encouraged the program 
and tbe developers who cashed in on Incredible rich¬ 
es. 

Tbe crash program filled the need.' Tbe “cbetp and 
nasties” offered b^cally sound accommodation at reason¬ 
able cost, but municipalities had to pay a price. 

THE GAUDY FACADES couldn’t hide the skimpy 
landscaping la the front, often no more than a token 
strip of grass and a few scraggly saplings, and the acres 
of surface parking in (he rear. 

Under normal circumstances, tbe buildings would 
last anywhere from 38 to 88 years and would continue to 
offer (airly good and reasonably-priced shelter, but econom¬ 
ics dictale otherwise. 

On Jan. 1, 1(78 tbe federal government reduced the 
tax writeoff privilege* (or, three-storey frame apartments, 
f Anything built after that date can be written off at five per 


cent only. Thar makes it no longer as attractive to prospec¬ 
tive osvners. 

This means that after an apartment building has 
been written off the owner couldn’t afford to tell It be¬ 
cause most of his profit would go to tbe government by 
way of capital gains tax. 

Most of Victoria’s frame apartments are concen¬ 
trated In James Bay and Femwood.The possibility of 
replacing thorn ha* city planners and aldermeo excit¬ 
ed. 

Aid. Robert Wright, chairman of city council’s planning 
committee, says the planning department Is already work¬ 
ing on pollcle* (or tbe replacement of the frame apart- 
mants. ' 

“When the phoenix rise* from tb* ashes, w* want to 
be ready. We luv* to be waiting with spoclflc guldo- 
lines, dmity restrictloos and design controls to make 
sur* that wo don’t repeat the mistakes of tbe past.”
